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THE POLITICAL CAMPAIGN 


PROGRESS OF EVENTS IN THE KEY- 
STONE STATE. 

APATHY OF THE DEMOCRATS—MR, WOLFR’S 
SENSATIONAL CAMPAIGN—AN ADDRESS 
FROM THE REPUBLICAN COMMITTEE AT- 
TACKING HIS COURSE. 

PuILADELPHrIA, Oct. 18.—The demoraliza- 
tion ot the Pennsylvania Democracy continues. 
There is absolutely no sign yet that they are 
going to wake up in time for the election. 
They are holding no meetings—of course, they 
seldom do hold any of any consequence except 
in very important campaigns; but, more than 
this, they are not mustering or getting into 
line for the vote of Nov. 8 If Mr. Noble 
views the situation as anything more than a 
mere parade, he must be the most sanguine or 
the least acute politician whom his party has 
ever nominated for a leading State office. He 
certainly must see that from oneend of the State 
to the other the Democrats arestanding idle and 
apathetic, the only exception to this state of 
facts being that they are in many cases chas- 
ing after or hurrahing for Mr. Wolfe. in 
fact. to come to the marrow of the subject, 
Wolfe furnishes the spectacular part of this 
campaign, the Democrats are enjoying the 
show, and the Republicans are working 


steadily and resolutely to elect Baily. To 
describe candidly the present situation, it 
must be said that Wolfe appears to 
be about holding his own. n some 
places where he seemed to havea large Repub- 
lican following 10 days ago, there is now evi- 
dent some shrinkage in his strength. Chester 
County, which was set down as good for 1,000 
for him early last week, is not likely to go 
above 600 now, and some other counties show 
the same tendency. In othar places, however, 
a movement in his behalf has freshly sprung 
up, 80 that the estimate of 30,000 to 35,000 is 
still made for him by persons friendly to his 
candidacy. But one circumstance is very ap- 
parent—the Democrats, forgetting their own 
organization and running after Wolfe to see 
him break up the Republicans, are losing their 
own men. In this city, hundreds, and per- 
haps thousands whom Mr. Noble count as of 
his party, are likely to vote for Wolfe. They 
will take this method of testifying their dis- 
pleasure with their party management, and 
especially with Mayor King, and find it easier 
to ‘‘kick’”’ in this way than to go square over 
with a vote forastraight Republican candi- 
date. Of course, every one of their ballots for 
Wolfe is that much aid to Gen. Baily. 

Chairman Cooper, of the Republican State 
Committee, says he has no doubt of Baily’s 
election. If the Democrats were making a 
thorough canvass and would poll their full 
vote it might be more doubtful, though even 
then there would be an almost certain Repub- 
lican majority. He gives Wolfe a possible 
vote of 20,000, of which 4,000 will be cast by 
Democrats, leaving 16,000 Republicans, and, 
subtracting the Democrats, a net Baily loss 
of 12,000. Such a loss as this, under existing 
circumstances, will hardly be felt. The Dem- 
ocracy, unless they rally promptly, may be 
beaten by as greata majority as in 1879—near- 
ly 60,000—in which case the diversion of 12,000 
by Wolfe will be a mere speck on the surface 
of the voting. And certainly thisis the out- 
look now. Wolfe may easily take double 
Chairman Cooper’s estimate and not disturb 
Baily at all. The canvass which Wolfe is 
making is still the most conspicuous feature. 
He spoke on Saturday evening at Pittsburg, 
and returned at once to thisend of the State, 
being engaged last evening to address meet- 
ings at both Media and Chester, in Delaware 
County. From here he goes west again, and 
will speak at Bradford, in the oil country, 
during the week. Meanwhile the war is being 
vigorously waged in his own neighborhood by 
the Republicans, Mr. Charles E. Smith, of the 
Press of this city, having gone to his home at 
Lewisburg, and addressed a large meeting 
there last evening in behalf of Gen. Baily. 

The Republican State Central Committee 
met in this city this afternoon and prepared 
an address to be sent to the people of the 
State. It begins by reciting that the result 
of the election last year showed both an Elec- 
toral and a popular majority for a Republican 
President and Vice-President, and _ that, 
though the bullet of an assassin had robbed 
the people of their personal choice, his suc- 
cessor had been quietly installed; ‘*‘ our own 
pecple saw through the instrumentalities of 
eur laws and Constitution a faithful refiec- 
tion of their will in the more immediate 
change incident to the death of their 
President, and they had almost permitted their 
political vigilance to relax and take an indif- 
ferently easy air, when it was aroused by a 
partisan act on the part of the political organ- 
ization which did not represent the people in 
the struggle for governmental policy.’’ ‘This 
was the election of Bayard to the Presidency 
of the Senate. The address points to the 
Republiian majorities in Ohio and 
Towa, and says: “The Republicans 
of New-York, in natural — solicitude 
for a distinguished citizen called to the point 
of danger, have buried from sight every divid- 
ing issue, and now present an example of har- 
mony which has been wisely imitated in near- 
ly all other States. There is a needed unity of 
watchfulness, to the end that the present, and 
at least the near future, of our country may 


be guarded from possible calamity. Shall we, 
as Pennsylvanians, be less dutiful?” It then 


declares that ‘tthe Administration of Presi- 
dent Arthur, from its very beginning, 
needs at least the support of all Republican 
States, and none more than that which has 
sroved the Keystone to Republicanism as she 
es tothe Union. Thatsupport can oniy be 
extended through ballots cast for Gen. Baily, 


the standard-bearer of the party—a gallant 
soldier, wounded while leading his troops, as- 
cending through high personal merit from the 
bars of a Captain to the stars of a General— 
now a modest, quiet citizen, not a politician, 
not an office-holder—one who earns his bread 
by the sweat of his brow, yet far too good to 
oppose, and of all men the last to be selected 
as the victim of spites against others.” _ 

This allusion to Mr. Wolfe’s charges is fol- 
lowed by a direct attack on his movement, 
After showing that under Republican rule the 
State debt was reduced $628,679 21 during the 

ear 1880, and has been cut down from the 

argest owed by anv State in the Union—at 

the close of Democratic rule in 1860—to one of 
the smallest, it goes on to speak of the Wolfe 
party as follows: 

“Seventeen years ago, a few professed Repub- 
lican politicians in this State had shown their 
capacity for leadership by reducing the party to a 
minority. The Legislature was lost, and McGrath, 
Democrat, became State Treasurer. Abler leaders 
came forward in that crisis, and the Republicans im- 
mediately regained theirsupremacy. These rejected 
leaders, unable longer to plunder the State and ruin 
the Republican Party, at once became ‘reformers.’ 
They commenced an attack on the fimancial man- 
agement of our party, it being the subject least un- 
derstood by the average voter. For half a genera- 
tion these * reformers’ have kept the State a-ring- 
ing With denunciations of a work, which, outside 
our borders, is looked on and commended with uni- 


versal applause. The Republican voter has been 
told each year that our State was systematically 
and constantly robbed, and that this unend- 
ing robbery was performed by the _ State 
Treasurers, the results of whose work is a part 
of this address. Each year official facts have 
been presented disproving these charges, but the 
‘reformers’ keep up the assault, as though the Re- 
publicans of this State were without the advan- 
tages of common schools and common sense. The 
original projectors of this movement have long 
since ‘reformed’ themselves into the Demo- 
eratic Party, but the ‘reformer’ of to-day ex- 
hibits the same lofty contempt of facts 
officially promulgated each year by the fiscal 
officers of the State Government, from which the 
figures here submitted have been taken.” 


The report concludes as follows: 


“On the question of official peculation by the 
Treasurers charged with this crime, the following 
comprehensive exhibit of their work would seem 
to be conclusive to all who consider arguments and 
respect truth. Of the moneys collected and ex- 
pended during the last 17 years, the total is $131,- 
025,205.

pected developments in the Senatorial fight. 
It appears, however, that the attempted Dem- 
ocratic anti-Windom combination has broken 
down for want of the necessary Republican 
votes. It was engineered by a small knot 
of mischievous politicians, who gained 
the promise of Democratic support by 
representing that they could control 
enough Republican votes to make the game 
win. Some indiscreet Democrats revealed the 


fact that they had been approached. The very 
suspicion of such a combination raised a storm 
of incredulous protest, and the anti-Windom 
Republicans found they could control only a 
few votes, and so they adopted the policy of 
denial that such a combination had ever been 
contemplated by them. The Democratic lead- 
ers, however, insist that such an understand- 
ing was had with several of the most prominent 
Dunnell and Hubbard men. Ex-Gov. Wake- 
field, who, it was rumored, would be the 
candidate of the combination, and who is 
very popular with the Democrats, after 
keeping silence for two or three days, has 
finally declared that he is not a candidate, and 
is for Windom. On the other hand, it is ru- 
mored that the anti-Windom men will bring 
out Lieut.-Gov. Gilman as a candidate. He is 
popular with Democrats also, and was chosen 
to the Legislature several times from a Demo- 
cratic County. Senator Edgerton returned 
from Washington Monday, but has_ kept 
himself close ever since and refused to be in- 
terviewed. It is believed he is working for 
Windom. He was closeted with Gov. Pills- 
bury yesterday. To-day it is said that Gov. 
Pillsbury, who has been cool toward Windom, 
has written a letter pledging his support. This 
seems to reduce the anti-Windom strength to 
the Dunnell-Hubbard men, who cannot secure 
a majority, even with Democratic aid. It 
looks now as if Windom’s election was reason- 
ably certain.

NOMINATIONS IN THIS STATE. 
SELECTING CANDIDATES FOR CONGRESS, 
STATE SENATE, AND ASSEMBLY. 


Watertown, N. Y., Oct. 18.—The Dem- 
ocrats, in convention at Lowville to-day, 
nominated Jobn Lansing, of this city, for 
Congress. 

BuFraLo, Oct. 18.—The Democratic County 
Convention was held at St. James Hail this 
afternoon, Grover Cleveland presiding. It 
was a regular love-feast. The managers suc- 
ceeded so well in getting everybody they did 
not want nominated out of the way that the 
slate remained intact. The programme pre- 
viously agreed upon was carried out to the 
letter, and there was an apparent satisfaction 
in regard to all that was done. Robert C, 
Titus, formerly District Attorney, and an 
able attorney, of good repute, was nominated 
for State Senator. He only consented at 
the last moment to allow his name 
to be used, and then upon assurance that, 
through dissatisfaction among a number of 
Republicans with the nomination of Mr. Hurd, 
he would be able to overcome tke great Re- 
publican majority ofthis county. For County 
Treasurer, H. R. Jones was placed in noinina- 


tion on the strength of his ability to cope 
with Sirret in the distribution of funds, and 
his ptomnaa f asa young and successful busi- 
ness man. eis ason of the late Miles Jones 
who, at the time of his death, a few years ago, 
was the oldest pork packer here. Seth A. Ab- 
bott, of East Hamburg, was nominated for 
Justice of the Sessions, and Theodore Hardle- 
ben for Coroner of the north towns. The 
Democrats are felicitating themselves to-night 
under the impression that they have an un- 
usually strong ticket in the field. The Hon. 
H. F. Allen is being urged to accept a nomina- 
tion trom the Fifth District, and it is believed 
will accept. 

MrIpDLetown, N. Y., Oct. 18.—The Hon. Ed- 
ward M. Madden, of this place, in an inter- 
view in the Middletown Fress, says that he 
declins to be a candidate for re-election as State 
Senator on account of the pressure of private 
business and need of rest.

THE PHILADELPHIA FIRE. 


VERDICT OF THE CORONER’S JURY—AN IN- 
DIGNATION MEETING. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 18.—The inquest upon 
the bodies of the nine victims of the fire at Landen- 
berger’s mill, last week, was held to-Gay at the Coro- 
ner’s office. Anelectric lamp, similar to those in use 
atthe mill, was placed above the Coroner’s desk. 
The jury says that it finds the persons named 


came to their deaths from burns and injuries re- 
ceived in the Randolph Mills on Oct. 12, and that 


the fire was caused by the improperly constructed 
and insufficiently managed electric apparatus 
for lighting the buildings. It finds Joseph Harvey, 
owner of the mills, criminally responsible for the 
loss of life in negiecting to furnish proper means 


of escape in case of a fire. It finds the city of Phil: 
adelphia responsible for not enforcing the law in 
compelling Joseph Harvey to erect proper fire-es- 
capes. It believes the book-keeper, William R. 
Haasenpot, is censurable for not making some ef- 
forts to save the lives of the operatives instead of 
the effects of the oftice. 

At an indignation meeting held to-night on a lot 
adjoining tbe Landerberger mill, about 600 work- 
men being present, the speakers denounced the 
owner of the mill for not having provided fire-es- 
capes, and the book-keeper, who, they said, instead 
of making an effort to save lives, busied himself in 
taking care of the books and papers and the affairs 
of the office. It was announced that Mr. Thomas 
Dolan had_ offered to subscribe $500 to any 
fund for the relief of the distressed, and a 
committee, consisting of Mr. Dolan, John Wana- 
maker, A. J. Drexel, and Frank McLaughlin, was 
appointed to receive contributions, A resolution 
was adopted calling upon Councils to pass a bill 
compelling the owners of mills, &c., to erect fire- 
escapes.

A GENERAL STRIKE AGAINST RENT 
ORDERED. 

THE LAST PUBLIC MEETING OF THE LEAGUE 
FOR THE PRESENT—ITS INABILITY TO 
BRING THE TEST CASES TO AN ISSUE— 
TENANTS ADVISED TO PAY NO RENT— 
MILITARY PREPARATIONS OF THE GOY- 
ERNMENT. 

Dustin, Oct. 18.—The Land League to- 
day held its last public meeting for the pres- 
ent. The Rev. Mr. Cantwell presided. There 
was a large crowd in attendance, including 
Messrs, T. D. Sullivan, J. G. Biggar, and 
Edmund Leamy, members of Parliament. 
The Secretary announced that the week’s 
receipts amounted to £2,237, of which £1,764 
were from America. Hereada long mani- 
festo. It states that the League is now unable 
to present the test cases prepared to the new 
Land Courts, and that there is only one 
constitutional weapon left which the 
League has previously hesitated to use. The 
Executive advise members of the League hence- 
forth to pay no rent until the leaders are re- 
leased. The Chairman said the present 
was a time for acting, not for speak- 
ing. The leaders might be arrested, but 
the priesthood remained to guide the peo- 
ple. He counseled passive resistance. The 
manifesto is signed by Messrs. Parnell, Kettle, 
Davitt, Brennan, Dillon, Sexton, and Egan. 

The report that Dublin is to be proclaimed 
is untrue. It arose through a Police notice 
warning the people against riotous assemblies, 

A party of roughs last night paraded 
Sackville, Abbey, Earl, and Henry streets, 
and smashed windows in’ the houses, They 


also smashed windows of tram-cars and of the 
Post Office, pelted the statue of Sir John Grey, 
and broke ante in Dame and Parliament 
Later on the Poliee marched down 
Sackville-street and dispersed the mob. The 
damage they caused is estimated at £2,000. 

Mr. Forster was protected by mounted Police 
oo driving from his residence to the Castle 
to-day. 

Limerick, Oct. 18.—All liquor shops have 
been ordered to close their doors from 5o’clock 
this evening until Wednesday morning, in con- 
sequence of apprehensions of riot. The Twen- 
tieth Regiment has arrived to strengthen the 
garrison. The authorities keep the telegraph 
office open all night for the transmission of 
military and Police telegrams, 

Lonpbon, Oct. 18.—It is understood that Mr. 
Sexton has declined the offer of the Govern- 
ment to release him from imprisonment on ac- 
count of his heaith, provided he leaves the 
country. Itis not considered probable that the 
members of Pariiament in Kilmainham Jail 
will be detained beyond three months. 

The Fifty-Second Regiment embarked for 
Treland to-day. The worien and non-effectives 
remain in England, as if the regiment was or- 
dered into activeservice. 

The Press Association says it is informed 
that the Irish Privy Council has decided to 
proclaim Dublin city. A proclamation will 
be issued warning all loyal citizens to remain 
at home after dark. Further arrests are ex- 
nected after to-day’s meeting of the Land 

eague. 

Lord Carlingford, (Liberal,) who, as Mr. 
Chicester Fortescue, was twice Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, speaking at Radstock last evening, 
said the truth was there was no 
ground left for argument between the 
Government and the people on the one side 
and the Land League and its leaders on the 
other; that the League leaders had unhap- 
pily chosen to carry the issue into the 
quite different field “of force. He trusted 
and believed there would be no armed insur- 
rection in Ireland, and that no excited body of 
men would compel an armed force to shed 
blood. But still the methods of the League 
were such as could only be met by force in 
some shape. 

The Press Association learns that a council 
of war has been formed in Dublin, headed by 
Gen. Steele, to consider the military situation 
in Ireland. Itis contemplated to increase the 
Foot Guards to three battalions. The Second 
Dragoon Guards will probably be retained at 
Longford. 

Lonpbon, Oct. 19.—The Police force at Ha- 
warden Castle, Mr. Gladstone’s residence, has 
been strengthened to insure the safety of the 
Premier. 

Prof. Goldwin Smith, in a letter print- 
ed in the Jimes this morning, says: ‘‘The 
native Americans are holding aloof from the 
dynamite Land League movements. The 
Americans wish justice done to Ireland, but 
thev must know that Parliament is trying to 
do it.”’ 

At a meeting of 4,000 Land Leaguers 
and Home Rulers in Liverpool  res- 
olutions were passed protesting against 
the arrests in Ireland. Mr. F, H. 
O'Donnell, member of Parliament for Dun- 
garvan, gave a characteristic description of 
the violence of the Police in Dublin. He called 
the Premier ‘**‘ William Judas.”’ 

A Dublin correspondent says: ‘‘ The experi- 
ment of making some _ concessions by 
partially withdrawing the Police from 
view, so as to avoid irritation, is 
not likely to he readopted. The 
spirit of the mob on Tuesday night was wan- 
tonly mischievous, The Government is pre- 
varing quietly for opening the Land Court on 

‘hursday.”

OURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS.

WasHINGTON, Qct. 18, 1881. 

The national bank-notes received to-day 
for redemption amounted to $219,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $331,484 68, and from Customs $1,054,- 
O73 68. 

In the weekly issue of patents to-day, 22 
were awarded to Thomas A. Edison, 20 of 
which related to his system of electric light- 
ing. Ineluding the 22 issued to-day, Mr. Edi- 
son has been granted 209 patents, and he now 
has over 100 more awniting the decision of 
the Commissioner of Patents, 

The Grand Jury had the case of Capt. How- 
gate, charged with embezzling Government 


funds, under consideration to-day. Several 
officers of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany were examined, among them DPD. H. 
Bates, Assistant General Manager; J. B. Van 
Every, Auditor, and R, H. Rochester, Treas- 
urer, all of New-York. 


Gen. Willcox, commanding the military 
forces in the Apache country, Arizona, has or-

Second Assistant Postmaster-General Elmer 
has returned to Washington, and in the ab- 


sence of Postmaster-General James and First 
Assistant Postmaster-General Tyner is acting 
Postmaster-General. Gen. Tyner has not yet 
returned from Saratoga, where he went sev- 
eral weeks ago to visit his wife, who is ill, but 
he is expected here to-morrow. 

The Secret Service Division of the Treasury 
Department recently ascertained that an 
establishment in Connecticut was engaged in 
manufacturing paper or pasteboard imitations 
of nickels, ten-centsilver pieces, quarter dollars, 
and other minor coins, These imitations were 
extensively circulated through the medium of 
prize packages, and complaints were received 
from Western cities that the spurious money 
was being passed on street railroad cars using 
patent boxes. Chief Brooks ordered an in- 
vestigation, and has just been informed by 
Detective Drummond that the manufacturers 
were conducting the business in an innocent 
manner, and were unaware that they were 
violating the law. They unhesitatingly gave 
up the materials used, and promised to discon- 
tinue the business. 


A few months ago the Assistant United 
States Treasurer at Philadelphia informed the 


department that there was a large amount of 
mutilated minor coin among the assets of his 
office, and suggested that it be transferred to 
the Mint. The question was referred to Direc- 
tor Burchard, who to-day submitted his de- 
cision. He says the Superintendent of the Mint 
has authority to receive from the Treasurer or 
Assistant Treasurer old copper or copper nickel 
coin, as well as bronze two-ceut pieces, in ex- 
change for minor coins now being issued.

A NAVAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 
Pee reese 
DEEP-8HA SOUNDINGS IN THE SOUTH PACIFIC 
—THE NEW GERMAN CORVETTE MOLTEE. 
WasSHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Capt. George E. 
Belknap, commanding the Alaska at Callao, Peru, 
reports tothe Navy Department, under date of 


Sept. 22, that as the ship was about to get under 
way for.a’ cruise on the l4thinst. herengines be 


came disabled, delaying her for two days, when 
temporary repairs were made and she proceeded 


to sea for gun practice. Returnisg to San Lorenzo 
Island, a line of deep-sea soundings was run for a 
distance of about 200 miles. The soundings re- 
vealed the existence of a much more abrupt de- 
scent of the ocean bed than was shown on the line 
run by the Alaska from Anson Bay in Juneand July 
last, and the character of the bottom was 
found to be quite ditferent. A distance of 17 miles 
from Sar Lorenzo Island gave a depth of 343 
: l . or bal , 
fathoms; 18 miles, 22 miles, 33 miles, and 24 miles 
further on, respectively, resulted in depths of 992, 
1.802, 2,858, and 2,608 fathoms. Capt. Belknap says 
the soundings seem to indicate that the depression 
found in the line from Anson Bay was parallel with 
the coast and shoals on its northern end in about 
the latitude of the Huara Islands. 
Callao Bay on the 19th inst., dispatches were re- 
ceived from the Commander-in-Chief an- 
nouncing his probable early arrival at Callao. 
The dispatches also authorized Capt. Bel- 
knap to visit other ports in Peru 
should it seem necessary to the interests of the 
United States Government, and stated that it was 
the wish of the department that the vessels of the 
squadron should be held continually moving, but 
the Captain says that as the Alaska is just now the 
only etfective vessel of our force in South Pacific 
waters, and as this point at the present juncture 
would seem to be the most important along the 
entire coast, she should remain at Callao. Tots is 
also the wish of the United States Minister at Lima. 
Capt. Belknap gives the following description of 
the new German corvette Moltke, which arrived 
there Sept. 8: ‘She is an ‘iron ship of about 2,500 
tons displacement, carrying 16 Krupp rifles of 15 
centimétres calibre. Her bottom and up to some 
two feet above the water line issheathed with wood 
and covered with zinc, painted the color of copper. 
She is fitted with engines of the compound type, but 
the Captain informed me that he disconnected and 
worked them as single enygines, as he feared the 
racking effects of the full power on the machinery, 
the jar being very great. Her crew numbers 380 
souls all told, and she stows 385 tous of coal in her 
bunkers. She makes 13.8 knots under steam and 
12.5 knots under sail, wind abeam. The joiner 
work and fittings in the cabin are simply superb, 
and altogether the ship is a fime specimen of naval 
architecture, as well as a most formidable cruiser. 
Her guns, mounted on carriages of a new pattern, 
work with marvelous ease aud facility. The gen- 
eral health on board this ship and the Onward con- 
tinues good.”

ANOTHER YORKTOWN SIEGE

THE GREAT CELHBRATION OF THE 
ANNIVERSARY. 


TROOPS AGAIN OCCUPYING THE FIELD—A 
GREAT GATHERING OF DISTINGUISHED 
GUESTS—LAYING THE CORNER-STONE OF 
THE MONUMENT—OTHER EXERCISES OF 
THE DAY. 

Yor«TOWN, Oct. 18.—Although a shower 
fell last night, the Yorktown plateau is 
quite as dusty and sandy as before, and 
the distinguished persons who arrive 
are apt to add their execrations to 
those of longer residents. The President was 
received with a salute of 21 guns from the 
bluff near the head-quarters of Gen. Hancock 
and from the fleet in the Roads. With the ex- 
ception of the Franklin, all the men-of-war 
manned their yards as the steamer Despatch 
brought the President up, Since early morn- 
ing every available inch of  bunt- 
ing had been displayed on the naval 
and civilian craft; yachts, schooners, 
steam-boats, frigates, and cock-boats had some- 
thing toshow in color, The French fleet was 
behindhand, and did not arrive until the 
afternoon, when the chief event of the cere- 
monies—the laying of the corner-stone— 
had been accomplished, nor were the French 
visitors any more prompt. They did not wit- 
ness the laying, which went on without them, 
although severai hours behind the time expect- 
ed. Visitors are here in increasing numbers, 
but by no means in the quantity supposed. 
Without doubt the hot weather has to do 
with this, but the chief reason is 
the dismal report spread by the papers 
in regard to the accommodations—reports in 
many cases much exaggerated. It is true that 


40,000 people could not be lodged in Yorktown ; 
10,000 sae 9 

This has been a day of fulfillment of past 
promises. The French frigates have come. 
The French guests reached, a trifle late, the 
chief goal of tkeir present visit to Amer- 
ica. The President and Cabmet came. Gen. 
Sherman was in camp, and Governors ef 
States and Senators of the United States 
were a glut in the market. Moreover, 
the corner-stoue has been actually laid 
with ceremonies of the most exhaustive kind. 
The President verified that fact bv stepping 
from his chair—a chair that was used by Gen. 
Washington—and, accompanied by a Mason, 
wearing the identical regalia that Wash- 
ington used at the lodge of which 
he was a member, proceeded to the excava- 
tion where the block had just been placed in 
position. As he went and came, the 
half-amphitheatre that inclosed three sides 
of the site of the monument greeted 
him with cheers and applause. President Ar- 
thur appeared to great advantage. He has 
dignity and calmness, and showed no trace of 
weariness or inattention, although the situa- 
tion was trying. 

Freemasons of the class most represented 
take their Freemasonry very seriously. 
They are in dead earnest, but readily for- 
get that what interests them may not 
be specially amusing to others. Their 
jewels, plumed hats, sashes, and swords 
look well enough while they march, 
but more than one worthy Virgnian was a 
grotesque, when seen talking to mere human 
beings without insignia, and the orator 
for the occasion was one of _ those 
Masons whose personal acquaintance with 
Adam and Eve, Shem, Ham, and Japhet, and 
other founders of his order is absolutely appall- 
ing. As healluded toone after the other of 
these and other Biblical friends, a kind of 
panic seized his audiences, and the opportune 
arrival of the Dumonte Duville and the 
salutes and answers gave a lucky 
turn to the attention of the crowd. 
The seats were half-deserted, but the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet could not sneak away 
and wipe their fevered brows in the 
shade and murmur_ sarcasm on_ the 
orator’s knowledge of antiquity. They 
could not even smile, therefore it was 
that President Arthur may be said to have 
borne himself unflinchingly under an ordeal. 
Nor wasa muscle moved when Gov. Holliday,in 
a burst of patriotism, alluded to this country as 
one that bad not been fed by conquest, with a 
convenient forgetfulness that such a land ex- 
ists as Mexico. 

The reception, on the other hand, that 
preceded the laying of the 
was informal and pleasant. The Presi- 
dent and the Governor of Virginia were 
made acquainted. Senator Bayard moved 
about with no apparent distress 
of mind at the presence of Senator David 
Davis. Gen. Hancock fraternized with Sena- 
tor Butler, of South Carolina. There were so 
few ladies present that their absence was re- 
marked by all. Want of good lodging-houses and 
hotels and absurd statements regarding York- 
town may have contributed to this, Late in 
the day Mr. Blaine landed, and it was re- 
ported that the French guests were 
in his charge. Be that as it may, 
the strange fact still holds good that French- 
men are scarcer here than any other na- 
tionality. Col. Peyton was the only man 


to-day in Yorktown who believed he knew 
where a Frenchman of known name was 
to be found. This was no other than Prof. 
Charlier. Perhaps we shall have his oration 
yet, belated like the tournament, which really 
did finish itself after a somewhat shabby and 
ludicrous fashien, and the pyrotechnics to- 
night. 3 

Many troops and excursion steamers came 
in to-day, and all through the morningtDeia- 
ware and Virginia troops passed up to the 
camp, with bands playing. The Thirteenth had 
not come by noon. It wasrumored that they 
had been obeguiled into Richmond by 
the incomplete Chesapeake and Ohio 
and were stranded somewhere about six miles 
off in the direction of Williamsburez. 
Col. Austen, with about 500 of his command, 
appeared finaliy on the embankment that 
touches camp limits. The tents were taken 
possession of and guards were appointed. 
The feeling of the regiment is far 
from warm toward their Commander-in- 
Chief, the Governor, owing to his declining 
their services 2s an escort, and his oppo- 
sition to an appropriation, on the part 
of the Legislature, to pay the expense of 
the triv. It is felt that New-York has 
behaved shabbily in this regard, and, for a 
wealthy State, showed a parsimony that 
was neither large-minded nor wise. The 
Thirteenth is not yet in working trim. 
Their progress through Washington and Rich- 
mond was successful, and appears to have left 
very kind feelings in the regiment toward 
the military corps and populace of 
those cities. The Nintb Massachusetts is 
also in camp, and has had a morning and 
evening parade since its arrival atdawn. The 
men are powerful and well put up, but not 
so well finished as some of the regiments, 
They wear yellow gaiters and baggy

@ peculiarly shaped cap. They look like 
men capable of the hardest work, 
and as far: as_ possible from the 
ordinary carpet Militiaman. The sensation 
of the eamps is the small corps of Cadets be- 
longing to the Virginia Military Institute. In 
precision of drill I think thera is 
only one corps that surpasses them, 
and that is the Cadet Corps at West Point. 
They easily surpass regulars, and it is more 
than probable that the Seventh New- 
York has no company that equals 
them at the manual of arms, To-day, 
when they held their dress parade, they 
were surrounded by civilians and Mili- 
tiamen, and were repeatedly cheered. 
Their only fault was slowness in mak- 
ing the battalion line perfectly straight. 
Their marching is singularly easy and elas- 
tic. Perhaps in that regard. they may 
be called superior ‘to the West Point- 
ers by those who find the marching of 
that corps almost too mincing. The average 
of size is tall among them, and their old-fash- 
ioned stiff caps, with pompom, and _ for 
officers a very high jet of plumes, added 
to the naturally slenderness of youth, sets 
them off to still better acvantage.

former have gray coats, scarlet trousers, 
gnd helmets, with heavy red_ plumes.

LAYING THE CORNER-STONE, 

At 12:40 the President, accompanied 
by Secretaries Lincoln and Hunt and 
Postmaster-General James, were escorted 
to the stand amid the cheers of the 
crowd. The ceremonies were then opened 
with prayer by the Rev. Robert Nelson, 
grandson of Gov. Nelson, who com- 
manded the Virginia Militia at York- 
town. At the conciusion of the prayer 
the band played ‘‘ The Star Spangled Banner” 
with an artillery accompaniment. Gov. Hol- 


liday, of Virginia, then delivered the address 
of welcome: 

Gov. Holliday began his address by recall- 
ing the great event a century ago, when, with 
the help of the ships of America’s great ally, 
France, and her brilliant troops standing 
shoulder to shoulder with the war: 
worn and _  battle-scarred men who 
had fought all through the war, the 
Colonies stepped forth in full armor among the 
nations of the earth. But at that time neither 
America nor Europe had any adequate 
idea of the event and its marvelous 
influences. None knew of how the in- 
spiration of the genius of the young Nation 
was to penetrate the sealed confines of the 
civilizations of Europe, and to stir them with 
strange and resistless forces, or of how the 
throbbings of its life were to fill the peorle 
with an unheard-of vitality and its growth 
outstrip anything hitherto known in the 
world’s history. The country became a home 
for the exile whose fortunes in his native land 
were clouded by life’s vicissitudes and an asy- 
lum to which the afflicted everywhere came and 
found plenty and peace. Year after year, 
during the past century tide after tide of 
population has been thrown upon its soil. 
They came not to devastate ,or to de- 
stroy, not with the spirit of the Roman, 
the Teuton, and the Norman, but they 
came, and still come, the best fruits 
of other civilizations, to eniarge the capabili- 
ties and swell the current of the Republic’s 
life. The people of the young Nation had ex- 
cellent prospects before them. They were in 
a country of boundless extent and resources, 
and around them were no malign influences, 
The declarations and bills of rights which 
their ancestors beyond the sea had waged 
with their rulers they made the corngr-stones 
of the institutions which Americans now 
enjov. The decisive battles between Churci 
and State had been fought in Great Britain. 
These were the outgrowth of years of saddest 
experience, and the fathers of the Republic 
found them ready to their hand and wers 
wise enough to use them. In recognition 
of these principies, their studies, their expe 
rience as colonists, and their struggle for inde- 
pendence taught them the value of individual 
effort, and resulted in the formation of a 
pronounced individual character that haa 
never been surpassed. And yet no peo- 
ple ever acknowledged the authority of 
Government and its’ rightfulness with 
more cheerful and willing submission. They 
regarded it not as an independent power, ex- 
isting by virtue of some inherent majesty, is- 
suing decreas as by right divine, nor asa mere 
agent in the hands of members to execute their 
own will, but as a medium for the expressicn 
of popular will, so organized by proper checxs 
as to aiford protection to the individual while 
he was working out his owndestiny. This 
Government was the wonder of the century. 
Hundreds of thousands constantly met in city 
and country, and no armed men were with 
them to keep the peace, The genius of law 
was ever present; reigning with quiet but re- 
sistless energy, the spirit of order here dwelt iz 
every heart. 

The speaker then dwelt for some time on the 
struggles of the fathers to redeem the conti- 
nent after they had thrown over them the «gis 
of- an independent government. Many 
of them had been educated in the 
most renowned institutions of learning, 
among them were discoverers and 
inventors whose fame has become world-wide. 
By the efforts of such men the proportions of 
the continent have been reduced into 
symmetry, and its boundless resources 
have been made to may tribute to swell 
a nation’s greatness and to the advancement 
of the people in those comforts which refine 
and elevate. But who could look into the 
future. The experiment has not yet been 
fully tried, and a century is but aspan in 
a nation’s.life-time. The question will now 
be decided whether the scholar, philosopher, 
and statesman, were the leaders in the prog- 
ress of humanity, or whether they but gave 
expression to the common instincts and reason 
of the race. It was a fact that here 
the people ruled. When anissue came, what- 
ever might be the honest or sinister purposes of 
those that agitated it, the sober second thought 
of the people in the end came when time had 
tested the integrity or the wisdom of the pro- 
fessed reformers. The speaker referred ta 
the civil war that strode through tne 
land with a_ fierceness rarely equaled, 
and then, after the struggle pointed tea 
a united people under the old ensign marchin; 
to still grander triumphs. When the hand o 
the assassin struck the President there was 
not a home or heart from sea to sea 
from which’ earnest prayers did not 
go up for his recovery, aad whea 
death came there was not one that was nct 
draped in mourning and bowed in deep sor- 
row. He was to have been present at 
this celebration, but it was otherwise 
ordained, and his honored successor was 
present. The people knew that “God reigned 
and the Government at Washington still 
The speaker closed by extending a 
warm welcome to the representatives of the 
family of the distinguished German, Baron 
von Steuben, who commanded an important 
art of the forces ut Yorktown, and to the

ME. GEORGE BLISS ON THE LOCAL 
MACHINE. 


LIVELY MEETING OF THE REPUBLICAN 
CENTRAL BODY—MR. TINSDALE REIN- 
STATED—THE MACHINE DELEGATES IN 
THE FIFTEENTH DISTRICT ADMITTED— 
AN APPEAL TO THE STATE COMMITTEE 


VOTED DOWN. 


There were some very lively and instructive 
discussions concerning ‘machine’ methods of 
Managgug ‘local political affairs at last night’s 
meeting of the Republican Central Committee. 
Ex-Senator Lent, President of the committee, oo- 
cupled the chair. Early in the proceedings 
Col. Joel W. Mason, from the Executive Commit- 
tee, reported resolutions In favor of admitting the 
Gelegates receutly returued as elected from the 
newly enrolled and reorganized Fourth and Fif- 
teenth District Associations. Both of these reso- 
lutions were adopted without debate, although it 
Was generally known that Col. George Bliss in- 
tended to make a fight in the case of the Fifteenth 
District delegates because of frauds prac- 
ticed at the September primary election. 
But Col. Blise was absent, and mo one 
else attempted to protest. The Executive Com- 
mittee’s report on the appealof Edmund J. Tins- 
dale from the action of the Ninth District Associa- 
tion in expelling him lIast Spring was next 
offered. A lively struggle took place on this 
matter, because, while the special committee report 
ed that the charges of disorderly conduct against 
Tinsdale were proved, and that his expulsion 
Was therefore justifiable, the Executive Committee 
in recognition of his undoubted Republicanism 
recommended that his expulsion be waived and 
that he be reinstated to membership. Col. Bliss ar- 
rived during this debate and took part 
In it in Tinsdale’s behalf. An amendment 
proposed by W. H. Gedney that Tinscalo’s 
expulsion be affirmed was lost by a vote of 122 to 
21, and his reinstatement was ordered. When the 
vote was announced, ex-Alderman Jacobus, the 
Chairman ofthe Ninth District Association, said he 
had nothing to say against Mr. Tinsdale’s restoration 
to membership, for he had nothing to fear from 


him, but the vote of the committee was the pen- 
alty the district had to pay for being independent. 
The resignation of W. H. Gedney as Chairman of 
the Committee on Printing was received and ac- 
t “A i and Robert B. Boyd was appointed in his 
Btead. 

Coi. Bliss here arose and said that he felt bound 

to move a reconsideration of a vote which had been 
taken before he came into the room, and that he 
Very much regreited his absence. He referred to 
the vote seating the new delegates from the Fif- 
teenth District. By that vote injustice had been 
done to a very considerable number of 
Republicans in this City. If there was 
Rny trath, in the sworn papers which he 
held in his hand, and in the statements made to 
iim personally by Iaspector Thorne, who had 
charge of the Police force at the primary election 
in that district, then the seating of those delegates 
ought not to pass unnoticed, and should be in- 
vestigated. If the resolution he was about 
to offer was adopted, though he hardly ex- 
pected it would be in view of certain 
facts, the whole matter of the re-enroilment 
and election in the Fifteenth would be inquired into 
by a select committee, which should report at the 
December meeting of this Central Committee. The 
facts in his possession went to show that the en- 
roliment and the election were both improperly 
conducted; that the room was packed before the 
doors were opened with the friends of the ticket 
which was said to haye been elected; that 
later during the evening the iine of voters was 
broken up by mobs of men, who wero aiding that 
ticket, and who brokeintothe room; that many old 
resident Republicans were refused the opportunity 
of enrollment, and that many others who were en- 
rolled were afterward struck from the roll without 
notice, and still others who were actually enrolled 
were not allowed to vote on the ground that 
they were not enrolled. He had the affidavits 
of 81 who voted the opposition ticket, 
although but 74 votes were credited to 
that ticket, besides tho affidavits of 29 men whose 
names were stricken off the rol! without notice. 
If the motion to reconsider be adopted he would 
then move to refer the whole subject to the Exec- 
utive Committee to be inquired into. 

A man named Lee, who took a very active part 
in the queer proceedings at that primary election, 
undertook to reply to Col. Bliss, but was ruled oat 
of order. 

Justice Hugh Gardner said he favored a reeon- 
sideration, for he had had some experience as an 
Fiection Supervisor and reorganizer once in the 
Fifteenth, and was of the opinion that under the 
existing conditions an honest election or enroll- 
ment was impossible. 

Robert G. McCord, one of the committee who 
had charge of the re-enrollment and election, said 
that he had knowledge they were both fairly con- 
ducted, 

Col. Bliss was averse to washing dirty linen In 
public, but if it was necessary he proposed to do it. 
If this motion to reconsider was carried he thought 
it would not be necessary, but be had now in his 
hand the affidavits of six persons who were enrolled 
in the Fifteenth District. When they offered to vote 
at the prfmary they were told by the committee 
that their names were noton tke roll. That was at 
the primary to elect officers of the association and 
the delegates to the State Convention. Since then 
no new names whatever bad been added to the 
rol!, but at the recent primary to elect delegates to 
the local conventions the names of these men were 
found on the roll and they were allowed to vote. 

Justice Patterson said he did not think the Cen- 
tral Committee ought to stultify itself by recon- 
sidering the vote aiready taken to please persons 
Who were not present in time to vote against it. 

Col. Bliss did not understand that it was fatal 
to the exercise of a man’s judgment or the expres- 
sion of his opinion when he happened to be de- 
tained by business from attending promptly 
at the opening and being there when a yote 
Was taken. He was averse to going into all 
the detaiis of things counected with this reorzaniza- 
tion, how it was brought about, and the mode in 
which the committec was avpointed; but if this 
committee did not want to have a fair investiga- 
tion, then he would be obliged to go to another 
tribunal. (Applause. mingled with hisses. | 

The roll-call on the motion to reconsider was 
then begun, and during its progress Col. Biiss sat 
in a corner laughing and chatting with Justice Pat- 
terson, R. G. McCord, Mark L. Hollister, 
the defeated leader in the Fifteenth Dis- 
trict, and others. “Barney” Biglin was 
s0 nervous over the vote on this question 
that he stood out in front to see that there was no 
flinching on the part of those whom he could con- 
trol in opposition tothe motion. When it came to 
Commissioner Mason’s turn to vote he said that 
when the vote was taken early in the evening tke 
committee did not have the facts which they 
now had, but in. view of them he would 
yote for the reconsideration. No harm would 
come from it to the delegates who had been seated 
if they were seated rightfully, but he noticed that 
the delegates in question voted against the mo- 
tion, and he thought that all who so. opposed it 
Were only snowing the weakness of their position. 

The motion was lost by a vote of 63 yeas to 66 
nays, but atleast 40 members refrained from voting. 

Ernest Hall offered and the committee adopted 
vn resolution “heartily indorsing the ticket of of- 
ficers nominated at the late Republican State Con- 
vention, and pledging to it their undivided sup- 
port.’ 

Col. Bliss again got the floor, and said he was 
about to offer a resolution which he felt would be 
voted down, but he was accustomed to that treat- 
ment and would make the attempt. 

A delegate said: ‘Then don’t offer it if it will 
de beaten!” 

Col. Biiss replied, referring tothe late State Con- 
vention, that ha was used to being ina minority, 
but that lately he had helped some of the majority 
in this committee. It might be weil for some 
of them to be carefui. however, or there 
might yet be reorganization in New-York 
on @ larger scale than they wanted. He 
moved now that the State Committee 
de requested toappoint acommittee to take charges 
of the affairs of the Fifteenth District Association 
during the coming election. He had aiready said 
he wanted to avoid the washing of dirty linen, but 
quite early in the past Summer three gentlemen 
had got together—Barney” Bigtin, John J. 
O’Brien, and Justice Patterson—and laid 
pians for the purpose of controlling the reorganiza- 
tion and re-enroiiment in thé Fourth and Kifteenth 
Districts. They wanted to arrange the committee, 
and weut to President Lent to get him to permit 
them to appoint that committee, but he wealdinot 
do it, for he was determined to appoint 
fair committees. They were thrown back on tho 
Executive Committee, and, availing themselves of 
the absenee of the Chairman of the Fxecutive 
Committee, they succeeded iu gerns their three 
rommitteemen appointed in each district. He was 
not going te confine himse!f to the Fifteerth Dis- 
trict. however. The proceedings were so dirty aud 
tisreputable, however, in the Fifteenth that one 
member of the committee got off and would not 
jerve, saying he bad seen nothing like it sinew the 
lays of Tweed. [A voice—" That’s so.’’] The 
Committee of Enrollment struck off names 
from a roll already packed; refused Repub- 
lican members the right to vote: allowed 
others to vote as repeaters; they allowed men to 
Vote ov the names of others, while reputable men 
stood near and told the committee that the men 
Were not the persons they claimed to be. Finally, 
when the voting was over the committee refused to 

llow anybody to waich the counting of the 
aliots, although the laws of the State require them 
to allow watcbers to scrutinize the count. He was 
able to prove that cven’ the total number 
pf yotes reported by them was not correct, 
nor was the division of them among the 
Dpposing candidates. There were some good 
Bitizens* on the ticket declared BO 
plected, but among them, also, was at least one 
Stato prison bird, and other persons who have suf- 
fered for their offenses against the luw. He wished 
to know if this Central Committee proposed to in- 
dorse this system. It was all attempted and done 
Lecause it was deemed desirable that a certain 
gentleman should have the enrollment in the 
Fourth District done in such a form as would suit 
him in the Congressional district, and another gen- 
tHeman should have the Fifteenth enrolicd so as to 
suit his purposes rolative to fhe Aldermanic dis- 
trict. If the Republican Party in New-York did 
hot propose to be swept out of existence 
it mast put a stop to the state of affairs that exists 
in the Fifteenth Dis ° § parody 
on Republican ‘ one did 
hot ef conven:

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tions that were shaped or controlled by such 
means. He was used to being in the minority, and 
it didn’t trouble him a bit, but he gave notice right 
here that he had bolted before and would bolt 
again; he would not bea party to ends gained by 
any such means. {Loud applause.) 

Mr, Taintor, oe of the Fourth District Enroll- 
ment Committee, arose and said that Mr. Bliss had 
charged that the committee was appointed in the 
interest of some one man. 

Col. Bliss—So they were, but the man got cheat- 
ed. [Shouts of laughter.) 

Mr. Taintor disclaimed being in any interest, and 
Col. Bliss fully exonerated him, but said that the 
programme at the outset was as he nad stated. The 
committee, in fact, acted very fairly. 

Justice Patterson moved that the words ‘* State 
Committee” be stricken out, and the words “ Ex- 
ecutive Committee of this Central Committee” be 
substituted in Col. Bliss’s resolution. The 
amendment was adopted amid some confusion, 
and the resolution as thus amended was carriec by 
a viva voce vote, after which the Central Commit- 


tee adjourned. 


ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL. 


THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE SOCIETY LAST 
EVENING. 

The Society of St. Luke’s Hospital held its 
annnal meeting last evening at the hospital build- 
ing. Mr. David Stewart occupied the chair. 
Among those present were Messrs. Percy R. Pine, 
Edward Schell, James M, Brown, Anson W. Hard, 
Adam Norrie, Gordon Norrie, Philip G. Weaver, 
Heary I. Oakley, Benonl Lockwood, Charles M. 
Fry, Henry P. Renwick, Woodbridge E, Langdon, 
George M. Miller, and Hugh N. Camp. The annual 
report of the Board of Managers showed that 


during the past year 1,665 patients had been re- 
ceived for treatment, 636 of whom were discharged, 
and 571 whose condition was benefited by the 
treament. There have been 29 funerals of in- 
digent patients, in each case interment. being 
made in the hospital cemetery, with the 
full rites of the Episcopal Church. The _re- 
port stated that in no single instance had 
a patient been turned away because he 
orshe didnot possess the means of paying for 
treatment. No cases of contagious disease were 
received at the hospital, Financially the hospital 
was reported in need of help. There is a 
deficit of $11,365 41 for last year’s work 
to be made up. Of the patients treated during 
tho year but 636 were Episcopalians, the 
religion of the hospital, while there were 
of other Christian bodies, 1,002; Jews, 7, and those 
holding no religious views, 20. The gift of a piano 
was acknowledged from Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt. 
A school has been established in the hospital for 
the benefit of those children who may be confined 
there, which is supported by contributions from 
Messrs. Perey R. Pine, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Ed- 
ward Schell, and William Alexander Smith. There 
are now 159 patients in the wards. During the 
year cots have been established by the following 
persons for life and in perpetuity, and this 
has been a_ considerable source of revenue: 
Mr. James Renwick, bed in perpetuity, $5,000; 
Mr. Charies M, Da Costa, in memory of his mother, 
bid in perpetuity $5,000. Rutherford Stuyvesant, 
in memory of his wife Mary Rutherford Stuyve- 
sant, in perpetuity $5,000. In the children’s ward 
a bed was endowed by Mrs. Henry B. Hyde, $3,000. 
Mrs. Charles 8. Smith, during her life-time $3,000. 
A bed in perpetuity was also established by the 
legacy of the late Mrs. Ann Lloyd Renwick, and 
$2,000 was received from Dr. Abram Dubois to 
make his life cot a cot in perpetuity, The re- 
port concluded with an earnest appeal to the 
charitable to help out of their abundance the 
work of Jessening the burdens of life to the inva- 
lid poor, and with a denial that] removal of the 
hospital to another location was contemplated.

A DISGRACED RECTORS PROMISE. 
From the Philadelphia Record, Oct. 17. 

A letter recently received from the Rev. 
Marshall T. Meigs, the disgraced Rector of St. 
James's Protestant Episcopal Church, Hestonyille, 
states that he has found employment as ithe South 
American agent of a New-York firm, and is now 
proceeding to the scene of his future labors, where 
he hopes to rebuiid his shattered fortunes and 
eventually return to this country with money suf- 
ficent to pay his debts and wipe eut the 
stain that hss blotted his character. At 
the time of Maius’s disappearance, in July 
last, au account of his misconduct was published 
in the #ecord. He was the adopted sonofa 
wealthy widow living in West Philadelphia, and 
was educated at herexvense. The Vestry of St. 
James’s Church ealled him to its pastorate in 1878, 
offering $400 a year as an inducement. As wealthy 
members of the congregation offered to increase 
the emoluments of its Rector from, their private 
purses, the young mun accepted the call and en- 
tered upon the discharge of his duties. He scon 
abandoned the narrow paths of duty, and 
entered the broad jield of activity that opens to 
inen with blunted consciences. ‘he church treas- 
ury was open to him, and trequent calls were made 
upen its resources. ‘These transactions being 
brought tothe knowledge of the Vestry they re- 
fused to accept the young minister’s resicnation, 
which was the only expianation he would make of 
his conduct. About the same time the widow of 
Mr. Thomas Ferguson soucht legal aid to secure 
possession of property which had been placed in 
Meiga’s charge as Administrator. This united at- 
tack, snbstantiated by proof of misconduct, was 
more than Kir. Meigs could defend himself against, 
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} and he sought to be rid of his troubles by fleeing 


far fromthem. Before leaving it is said that he 
borrowed money from the lady who had educated 
him, and left her # note stating that his indebted- 
ness amounted to $6,000, which he hoped to pay at 
some time.

The County Democracy’s convention in the 
large hall of the Cooper Union was largely at- 
tended yesterday afternoon. Among the dele- 
gates were ex-Mayor Edward Cooper, Commis- 
sioner Hubert O. Thompson, Corporation Counsel 
Whitney, Supervisor of the City Record Thomas 
Costigan, John R. Fellows, ex-Assemblyman James 
Fitzgerald, ex-Police Commissioner James E. Mor- 
rison, Col, John Tracy, ex-Senator Thomas Creamer, 
President William P. Mitchell, of the Excise Board; 
Senator Edward Hogan, John O’Byrne, Nelson J. 
Waterbury, Henry Claussen, Jr., Richard A. Cun- 
ningham, James Oliver, Excise Commissioner 
Emanuel B. Hart, Commissioner of Jurors George 
Caulfield, Col. James J. Mooney, Theodore A. 
Hamilton, Thomas P. (‘‘Fatty”’) Walsh, and Po- 
lice Justices Henry Murray and Maurice 
J. Power. John FE. Develin called the 
convention to order, and after a few 
raps at John Kelly, nominated Henry Claussen, 
Jr., the brewer, as the temporary Chairman. 
The credentials of delegates were then called for, 
and a recess of five minutes was taken to enable 
the Secretaries to look over the credentials. After 
the recess the Committees on Credentials, Resolu- 
tions, and Permanent Organization were selected. 
J. Blair Moore offered resolutions of sympathy for 
Mr. Parnell. Before they could be adopted Col. 
John R. Fellows said that aresolution had been 
adopted that all resolutions should be referred 
to the Committee on Resolutions. A dozen 
orators sprang to their feet and tried to make 
themselves heard. A German delegate moved that 
the resolutions of sympathy be laid on the table, 
and was vigorously hissed. Counselor James D. 
McClelland, ex-Senator Ecclesine, and Assembly- 
man William S. Andrews succeedeca in getting ther 
eloquence before the convention. Ex-Senator [c- 
clesine, in referring to New-York, spoke of it as 
‘the greatest Irish city on the globe.” As- 
ceembiyman Andrews said that the_ great 
heart of America throbbed in sympathy for 
Mr. Parned. John O'Byrne, a well-known advocate 
of Ireland's claims, created a tempest by moving 
that the resolution be referred to the committee. 
The hissing was loud and prolonged, and delegates 
of Irish blood demanded that Mr. O’Byrne should 
be “put out.” In vain Mr, O’Byrne tried to com- 
mand attention in order to say that in his opinion 
the resojutions of sympathy were not strong 
enough. Ex-Senator Ecclesine, through a mis- 
understanding, was responsible for bringing 
down the wrath of delegates upon Mr. 
O’Byrne’s innocent head. The ex-Senator was 
appealed to by that gentleman, and a resolution, 
written by Mr. O’Byrne, was read by him. ‘The 
din continued, and the Chairman used his gavel 
in a furious manner. When partial quiet was re- 
stored Mr. Claussen begged that the delégates 
would be calm. Then both of the Parnell resoiu- 
tions were adopted. Another recess was taken, 
and the delegates occupied the time in deploring 
the fact that so much commotion had been created 
over the Parnell resolutions. 

At 5:30 the Chairman again called the convention 
toorder. The Secretary announced that there was 
but one contest—in the Thirteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict—and that had been amicably adjustea. 
Peter B. Olney, from the Committee en Permanent 
Organization, presented a report that they bad 
agreed upon Henry Claussen, Jr., for permanent 
Chairman. This announcement was loudly 
applauded. <A _ list of Vice-Presidents and 
Secretaries, one for each Assembly District, 
was read. Ex-Senator Michael Norton, ex-As- 
semblyman Dennis Burns, ex-Alderman Bernard 
Goodwin, and William Cauldwell were among the 
Vice-Presidents named. Peter Ti. Jobes was se- 
lected as the Reading Secretary. The Recording 
Secretaries chosen were Col. John Tracy, H. 5, 
Beattie, Patrick Wolie. Jacob Kunzenman, and 
Assemblyman Dayton. The report was adopted. 
Mr. Claussen, in accepting the position as Chair- 
man, hoped that good Democrats of acknowledged 
ability would he placed upon the County ticket. 
John A. Foley then called for the reading of a let- 
ter from the Bar Association in reference to ju- 
dicial nominations made by the convention. 
The Chairman said that a committee to con- 
fer with the Bar Association committee would be 
appointed before the adjournment of the conven- 
tion. Ex-Senator William Cauldwell moved that 
the nomination of a candidate for District Attor- 
ney should be the next business in order. Nelson 
J. Waterbury arose and said that the man he was 
about to name as the candidate for that office was 
one who had never faltered in his devotion to the 
Democratic Party. When he mentioned thename 
of John McKeon the applause was terrific. After 
this outburst of enthusiasm Mr. Waterbury referred 
to the fact that it might be said that Mr, 
McKeon had been nominated by Tammany 
Hall. At this the delegates hissed. Then Mr. Wa- 
terbury read an extract from aspeech delivered by 
Mr. McKeon, in Cooper Institute, in 1879, showing 
that gentleman’s strong sei.timents against the 
ruie of John Kelly and ‘}ammany Hall. The dele- 
gates shouted their approval of Mr. McKecn’s 
words. Col. Feliows seconded the nomination of 
Mr. McKeon in glowing references to his private 
character and legal ability and record. He was 
giad, he said, that Tammany Hall had so soon rec- 
ognized the fact that she should come into the 
“regular household” to select her candidate, No 
worthier name, he added, than thatof John Mo- 
Keon could be presented. He calied for a rising 
vote. Some of the delegates demanded first that 
ex-Senator Ecclesine should be heard, and the “‘sil- 
yer-tongned” orator added his praisesof Mr. Me- 
Keon. He desired, in substance, to have it under- 
stood that John Kelly was forced to nominate Mr. 
MeKeon. A rising vote was then had, and three 
cheers were given forthe nominee. The Chairman 
announced that Mr. McKeon bad been unanimously 
chosen. 

The Secretary read the resolutions, which were 
begun with a feeling reference to the death of 
President Garfield. The platform of the Demo- 
cratic State Convention was next touched upon 
and fully approved. The State ticket was consid- 
ered a good one. Compliments were showered 
upon Mayor Grace's Administration, and the Tam- 
many press was denounced. When the reading of 
the long resolutions was atan end the Chairman 
announced that the nomination of a candidate for 
Surrogate was nextin order. John O'Byrne was 
quickly on his feet, to the evident astonishment of 
many of the delegates who sought to drive him 
back into bis seat, but the Chair had already recog- 
nized him and Mr. O'Byrne stood his ground. 
He said there was something in a name, and in 
flowing language nominated Charles A. Jack- 
son for Surrogate. Great applause followed 
this announcement. Mr. Waterbury said he 
would nominate a ‘very race-horse at 
the polls,” and named Judge David McAdam. He 
added that it had been said that should Judge 
McAdam be elected Surrogate that he would leave 
a seat vacant on the Marine Court Bench, and that 
the Governor would appointaman to fill that 
vacancy. He wished to say that if Judge McAdam 
should be nominated for Surrogate he would at 
once resign his position asJudye of the Marine 
Court so that the conyention might nom- 
inate a man for the vacant place with- 
out delay. The naming of Judge Me- 
Adam created a furore in the convention. 
Corporation Counsel Whitney pleasantly seconded 
the nomination of Mr, Jackson, and was followed 
by ex-Senator Thomas J. Creamer. The latter be- 
lieved in putting new blood into the party, and 
heartily seconded Mr. Jackson's nomination, Ex- 
Senator Ecclesine urged the placing of Mr. Jack- 
son's name on the ticket. ‘Tim Shea seconded 
the, nomination of Judge McAdam. Ex-Mavor 
Cooper spoke in favor of Mr. Jackson. Police 
Justice Murray nominated Edward L. Parris. 
Peter B. Olney said that it might not be generally 
known in the convention thit the General Term of 
the Supreme Court had cecided that the term of 
the present Surrogate expires onthe istof January 
next. He then seconded the nomination of Mr, 
Parris, saying that by farthe most fit thing to do 
would be to nominate that gentleman. A scene of 
confusion ensued at this poiat, owing to the fact 
that about 50 of the delegates attempted to address 
the convention at one and the same time. Col, 
James J.Mooney desired that the districts be called, 
beginning with the Twenty-fourth and going back- 
ward to the First District. This provoked laughter. 
Major Haggerty deilvered an address favoring the 
nomination of Mr. Parris. The Chair next recog- 
nized James Oliver as “Judge Oliver.” much to 
the amusement of the delegates. Mr. Oliver hoped 
that Mr. Jackson would be the nominee. The dis- 
tricts were called. All the districts from the 
Firatio the Thirteenth cast their votes for Mr. 
Jackson. Then ex-Judge Waterbury withdrew the 
name of Judge McAdam and cast the 49 votes of 
his district for Mr. Parris. Four of the deiegates 
from that district asked to be recorded for Mr, 
deckson. When ail the districts had been called 
and it was plain that Mr. Jackson had received a 
great majority of the votes Col. John Tracey

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SKETCH OF THE CANDIDATES. 


John McKeon, the nominee for Distriet-At- 
torney, has been an ardent Democrat always, and 
so long ago as 1825 was elected to Congress from 
this City. He was born inthis City 77 years ago, 
and has never resided elsewhere. He was gradu- 


ated from Coiumbia College at an early age, and 
subsequently entered the law office of John L. 
Mason, there obtaining the love for politics which 
has continued with him’ through the last half cen- 
tury. His first term in Congress was from Dee. 7, 
1835, to March 3, 1837. He sought a re-election and 
was defeated, but two years iater he came tothe 
front again, and was successful, serving from May- 
81, 1841, to March 8, 1843. This ended his Congres- 
sional career, though he worked hard for a re-elec- 
tion. In 1850 he accepted the nomination for Dis- 
trict Attorney of New-York County and was 
elected, Jn 1853 President Pierce made him United 
States Attorney for the Southern District of New- 
York, No political preferment of consequence 
came to him subsequently, though he continued an 
active worker, seldom affiliating with Tammany 
Hall. Last year he was at the hcad of the Irving 
Hall Democratic organization, and this year the 
New-York County Democracy wanted him to ao- 
cept their Chairmanship, but he declined on the 
plea of lack of time. He was counsel for Peter B. 
Sweeny in the ring suits. 

Charies A. Jackson, nominated for Surrogate, 
was born in Brooklyn in 1842. He was educated at 
Columbia College and was admitted to the Bar in 
1863. He married a daughter of Samuel Bradhurst, 
once Alderman of the Twelfth Ward. During his 
professional career Mr. Jackson has had much 
practice in the Surrogate’s Court, He has heid 
many appointments as Referee in important cases. 
He was one of the organizers of the Young Men’s 
Democratic Club in 1868. In 1879 he became a can- 
didate against William W. Astor for the State Sen- 
ate, and was defeated. He isa prominent member 
of the Bar Association, 

Adolph L. Sanger, one of the candidates for Jus- 
tice of the Marine Court, was born in this City in 
1842, and was graduated from the College of the 
City of New-York. He was admitted to the Bar. 
in 1864, having attended the Columbia College Law 
School. In 1870 Gov. Hoffman appointed him a 
United States Loan Commissioner. He was nomi- 
nated by the Democratic State Convention of 1880 
asa Presidential Elector. The late Judge Isaacs 
was |iislaw partner. Mr. Sanger holds places of 
honor in the management of several charitabie in- 
stitutions, 


Robert Anderson Van Wyck, the other candidata | 
for Justice of the Marine Court, was born in this } 


City in 1847. His great-grandfather, Gen. Kubert 
Anderson, served in the Revolutionary war, and 
another great-grandfather—Samuel Merrick—was 
an officerin the same war. The latter shipped the 
tirst bale of cotton that was ever sent from the 
United States. Mr. Van Wyck’'s father, Wiiliam 
Van Wyck, was a member of the old Common 
Council of New-York and a prominent member of 
the Bar. Robert A. Van Wyck was graduated from 
the Columbia College Law School about 10 years 
ago, and was valedictorian of his class. He has 
practiced lawin this City ever since. He was a 
member last yearof the Tammany Hall General 
Committee, and before he withdrew from that 
body created great excitement in the wigwam by 
paying his respects in plain words to John Kelly. 

' Dr. Louis Sehultz, the candidate for Coroner, is 
the chief physician of the \Voman’s Hospital. For 
severai years he was a School Trustee in the Twen- 
ty-first Ward, and was defeated once for the Senate 
in a race against Thomas Murphy, 

Of the nominees for Aldermen at Large two are 
at present Aldermen, Henry G. Autenreith and 
Bernard Kenney. ‘The other two are ex-Alderman 
Robert Hall, a livery-stable keeper, and ex-Con- 
gressman Robert B. Roosevelt.

MYSTHRIOUS INCENDIARIES

ATTEMPT TO BURN THE STEAM-SHIP 
BOTHNIA SUNDAY NIGHT. 

A large number of people visited the Cunard 
steam-ship dock, Pier No. 40 North River, yester- 
day to make inquiries about the reported attempt 
to burnthe Bothnia. Although the gateman refused 
to ailow any person to board the steamer with- 
out a pass, he assured such as asked for informa- 
tion that the reports of Sunday night's occurrence 
were gross exaggerations, and that the fire on 
the Bothnia had amounted to nothing at ail. 
One of the stewards, who was in the main 
saloon of the steamer during Sunday evening, 
thus briefly describes what happened: ‘‘ About 6 
o'clock two men came on board and inquired for 
Join Jackson, the boatswain. They were shown 
to his room, but as he was asleep they said they 
would not disturb him, and walked into the main 
saloon, They strolled aft and made remarksabout 
the furniture and general appearance of the sa- 
loon. The state-rooms aft are separated by a cor- 
ridor six or eight feet wide and extending clear 
through to the deck of the vessel. The men walked 
through this corridor and then, retracing their 
steps, came back, passed through the saloon, and 
went ashore. I watched them pretty closely, for 
they did not lock like gentlemen. One wore 
a black slouched hot, aud the other a_ light col- 
ored hat of some soft material. They had 
not been gone more than two minutes before 
one of our boysin passing through that corridor 
happened to kick two bottles. He quickly picked 
them up and carried them to the steward. ‘The 
smell of gasoline and phosphorus was at once no- 
ticed in them, and two or three of us went tothe 
corrijor to see what bad been done, There we 
found that « portion of the carpet had been set on 
fire and was smouldering. When we pulled it up 
from the floor it burst into a blaze, but us the 
whole pieco was quickly thrown overboard very 
little damage was done. The wood-work was not 
burned at all. T'wo more empty bottles were found 
in one of the narrow lobbies that run at right an- 
gles to the corridor, Gasoline and phosphorus were 
found plentifully sprinkled in two of these lobbies, 
and the strip of carpet in the corridor had been 
saturated with the gasoline in spots. 
steward, Daniel Barrett, at once sent a man to the 
gaie to head off the two men if possible, but tney 
bad already passed through and disappeared.” 
Nearly all of the officers of the Bothnia were on 
board at the time oi the occurrence, but there was 
ne excitement to speak of. Capt. MeMickan was 
in the City and knew nothing of the matier until 
a.terward, When informed of what had happened 
ho promptly began an inquiry, but up to yesterday 
afternoon had not elicited any new facts, 

Mr. Vernon H. Brown, the agent for the Cunard 
Steam-ship Company in this City, informed a 
Tives reporter yesterday afternoon that he had 
investigated the matter of the attempted burning 
ot the Bothnia, but had ascertained nothing about 
the incendiaries nor their motives, Heo wasata 
loss to understand why any atiempt should have 
been made to destroy the steamer. 
had not hed any trouble with any of its employes 
inthis port, and the idea of robbery could not

could be carried off. Mr. Brown said: “fam of 
the opinion that those men, whoever they were, at- 
tempted to burn the Loat out of pure cussedness, 
jattach no importance whatever to the rumors 
that this is part of a Fenian plot. Suchathiug is 
absurd, for what possible incentive can the Fenians 
have for destroying any of the Cunard Line of 
steamers?!” 

Mr. Brown saic that the preeautions against acci- 
dents and robbery taken on board ali of the 
steamers belonging to the Cunard Line, were as 
complete as the strictest discipline could make 
them. It would be almost impossible for a fire to 
gain eufficient headway to do much dam- 
age, for every part of each vessel wes 
closely wetched all of the time 
inport. Inanswerto 2 question as tothe extent 
of the damage done to the Bothnis, Mr. Brown 
said that the piece of carpet which was burned 
was worth $2or $3. There wasvo other damage 
done, the woed-work of the vessel not being even 
scorched. Mr. Brown said that he sawtwo of tne 
bottles which were picked up on the buat, and one 
of them had evidently contained something like 
kerosene-oil and the other phosphorus. The Both- 
nia will start on her regular trip across the Atlan- 
tic to-day. 
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IRRUPTION OF QUAILS IN VIRGINIA CITY. 


From the Virginia City (Nev.) Enterprise, Oct. 9. 
Evening before lest, about 4 o’clock, a curi- 
ous thing happened in this city. It was a great 
flight of quails that suddenly came into the north- 
ern portion of town. Where the quails came from 
no one appears to know, but the supposition is 
that it was from the mountains to the northward 
j of the city. They are of the large mountain vuri- 
| ety, and are perfect beauties. The fall of these 
birds extended from about Sutton-avenue, on 
| North C-street, out tothe Union staft, reaching 
over three-quarters of a miie ot ground. The birds 
were apperently exhausted by a long flight, as 
numbers ef them were caught by persons who 
placed their hats over them or took them up in 
their handy. In all we have heard of 45 that were 
caught alive; many were killed, and many were 
yesterday scattered about through thetown. A 
curious thing is that those caught and caged seem 
tameaniat home. Someare of the opinion that 
the quails were fzightened out of the mountains in 
some way, but a more probeble solution is tiat the 
birds were migrating couthward. It would seem 
that a great number of flocks had collected and 
started south, and becoming exhausted by thelong

These commissions were paid to Furber under 
the vontract referred to above and to Bewley and 
Montague under a resolution of the Board of Di- 
rectors.

the Insurance Superintendert. ‘There was no re- 
insurance contract between the North America 
and the Universal.

Before the change was accomplished 
the Universal advanced Furber $130,000, and after- 
ward he was credited with having paid this sum 
by charging it back to the North America.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, tn this region, partly cloudy weath- 
er and occasional rain, followed by clearing 
weather, higher barometer, lower temperature, 
northerly winds becoming variable. 

The brief summary published to-day of 
the financial results of Mr. Wrxpom’s ad- 
ministration of the Treasury forms a very 
remarkable chapter in the history of Re- 
publican management of the public debt. 
It shows that in little more than seven 
months over one hundred and five millions 
of dollars’ worth of bonds have either been 
redeemed or have ceased to bear interest, 
awaiting exchange for cash available for 
their redemption. The total reduction in 
the annual interest charge consequent upon 
such redemption has been over five millions 
and a quarter, while a further yearly saving of 
ten millions and a half has been effected 
by the continuance of 5 and 6 per cent. 
bonds at 3} per cent. Mr. Winpom may, 
as has heen asserted, be entirely wanting in 
rither the knowledge or experience required 
to comprehend the details of the daily work 
of his department, and may be about the 
last man who could have been expected to 
earn the reputation of a great Finance 
Minister. But, aided as he has been 
by competent advisers and favored by the 
continued prosperity of the country, it is 
smrossible to.deny him a meed of very hearty 
praise for the’resolution, energy, and success 
with which he has carried through a series 
of bold and novel financial operations of the 
greatest magnitude. Our peopleare not dis- 
posed to be hypercritical about the special 
capacity of their‘agents when they can show 
such tangible and ‘profitable results.

As might have: been expected, the arrest 
of the leaders of the Irish Land League has 
been met by that:organization with a formal 
declaration of war. There will now 
be no submission of test cases to 
the new Land: Court, and it is added, 
with delicious Irish inconsequence, ‘ there 
is only one constitutional [sc] weapon left 
which the League has previously hesitated 
to -use.”? That is, a recommendation to 
pay no rent until the leaders are re- 
leased. The constitutionality of this weapon 
would probably not be recognized any- 
where but in an Irish Parliament; but 
short of armed insurrection, for which 
the League substitutes ‘‘ passive resistance,” 
itis the only course which the League could 
consistently advise. The issue is, therefore, 
joined between the Irish agitators and the 
British Government. If the farmers obey 
the League they will be evicted to a man, 
and three-fourths of Ireland will be in a state 
of siege in three months. If they pay their 
rents and take their grievancesinto the Land 
Courts, the power of the League will be 
broken, and a sullen acquiescence in the 
working of the law may lead to some ap- 
proach to a contented acceptance of the in- 
evitable though long-detested union. The

It is reported among Brooklyn politicians 
that an attempt will be made by the more 
moderate men of their number to secure 
**harmony’’ among all Republicans in the 
‘pontest for the Mayoralty. Such a result is 
very desirable. It is not probable, with two 
Republican candidates in the field, even

with two Democrats in nomination as weil, 
that a Republican can be elected. What 


is more important, it is not  prob- 
able in such a contingency that the 


Boss’s candidate can be defeated, Under 


these circumstances, why should not the 
Republican convention adopt Mr. Rorss as 
a candidate? He could almost certainly be 
elected, and no other Republican would be 


likely to be. Some of the friends of Mr. 
Tracy say that they will not submit to have 


a candidate forced on the convention, but 
all the force exerted in Mr. Ropss’s case 
lies in his popularity and his merit. There 
is nothing humiliating in submitting to such 


force. On the contrary, it would be 
mere obstinacy to resist it. Mr. Tracy 
himself, we should say, might well prefer 
the indorsement of Mr. Roprs rather than 
the annoyance and discredit of a barren 
nomination which would in no wise advance 
his personal aims, and would possibly pre- 
vent the choice of an eminently fit Republi- 
can Mayor and the proper beginning of a 
most important experiment in local govern- 
ment. 


The very slim proportions of the first day’s 
registration in this City indicated either that 
very few voters were aware that the books 
of registry were open or that very few cared 
to qualify themselves for voting in Novem- 
ber. It is to be hoped that the election will 
not be thrown into the hands of the most 
ignorant section of our City population 
from the indifference of the intelligent class 
to the political issues of an ‘‘off year.’’ It 
should be remembered that, though neither 
in State nor City are the officers to 
be elected of the first importance, the 
number to be chosen is unusually 
large, and, in the case of _ the 
local judicial officers, the terms for which 
they are to be elected are very long. No 
good citizen can afford to be indifferent to 
an election whose results will determine the 
character of both branches of the Legisla- 
ture, as well as the administration of the 
criminal law and the complexion of the 
petty courts of this City. Registration is a 
matter of duty, not of choice, and there can 
be no better time to accomplish it than 
to-day. 





LEGISLATIVE NOMINATIONS. 

Conscientious voters of both parties 
should keep a close watch on the nomina- 
tion of candidates for the two branches of 
the State Legislature, and take pains to in- 
form themselves in regard to the merits of 
those presented in their own districts. A 
effort ought to be made by 
the people this Fall to secure able 
and upright men for their representa- 
tives. Their interests have suffered enough 
already for the lack of such, and there 
are important questions likely to come 
up at the next session for final settle- 
ment. These questions should be dealt with 
intelligently and honestly in the interest of 
the whole people. Among the most impor- 
tant subjects sure to demand consideration 
is the policy of the State in regard to canals 
and railroads. The matter of enlarging 
and improving the Erie Canal, as well as 
that of freeing the traffic from State tolls, 
will have to be dealt with. The unsettled 
question of the supervision of railroads will 
not rest until it has been settled in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the people. The 
revision of the iaws of assessment and 
taxation which was left unfinished 
last Spring should be taken up again 
and completed. The work of sim- 
plifying and rendering at once more 
efficient and more economical the govera- 
ment of this City is still to be done. Much 
time was given to it at the last session, but 
the production of the McCarthy committee 
was mangled and muddled, and finally put 
out of sight. These and other subjects of 
legislation will call for a different class of 
legislators from those who have been wont 
to waste time and promote their personal 
and political fortunes at Albany. It isa 
matter of far more consequence that they 
should beecapable of performing their duties 
intelligently and honestly than that they 
should belong to one or another political 
party or faction. 


Some of the nominations for the Senate 
and the Assembly have already been made, 
but many still await the action of caucuses 
and conventions. Enough has been done to 
give assurance of many changes, whether 
for the better or not. The Senate elected in 
1879 consisted of twenty-five Republicans 
and seven Democrats, and it  distin- 
guished itself chiefly by its subserviency 
to the demands of corporations and its defeat 
of the most important measures which were 
the fruit of the railroad investigation of that 
year. Mr. WrpsteER WAGNER, of the 
Eighteenth District, has already been renomi- 
nated, and, unfortunately, there is little hope 
of defeating him. Two years ago he was 
elected almost without opposition, and he 
has represented the district for ten years. 
Although he has been Chairman of the Rail- 
road Committee, and has had great influence 
in defeating legislation demanded by 
the people, he has never developed any 
capacity for useful work in the Senate. 
That he practically owns his Senatorial dis- 
trict is a disgrace to its people and to the 
party that allows him to use its name and 
strength to promote his own interests and 
those of his associates in business. Other 
prominent members of the last Senate have 
already disappeared from the field. Mr. 
Sessions, of the Thirty-second District, was 
defeated in the convention by Mr. Norman 
M. Auten. Mr. Wooprn, of the Twenty- 
sixth, discreetly declined the nomination, 
which was given to Mr. Davip H. Evans. 
Mr. RockweE.u, of the Nineteenth, is dis- 
placed by Mr. 8. P. Bowrn; Mr. Hat- 
BERT, of the Twenty-fourth, by Mr. E. W. 
Tuomas; Mr. Davenport, of the Twenty- 
eventh, nominated for State Controller, 
will be succeeded by Sumner Bautpwiy; 
Assemblyman Hurp has been nominated for 
the place of Senator Wiiutams in the 
Thirty-first; which is one of _ the 
changes that promise little ; Wunsiow, 
of the Twenty-first, was defeated in 
the convention by FrReperick Lan- 
sinc. There is visible in the changes 
thus far made in Republican nomi- 
nations a disposition to cast out the 
tools and creatures of the Conkling ‘‘ma- 
chine’ and of the railroad corporations. 
The same disposition has shown itself in the 
Assembly districts, and has made a sacrifice 
of such men as MorGan, of Allegany; Arm- 
sTRONG, of Oneida: HowLanp. of Onon- 


daga; PatmMEer, of Wyoming; ‘Fisu, of 
Yates; CARPENTER, of Suffolk, and others. 

But this year it will be more difficult than 
usual to calculate the efféct of nominations, 


There is likely to be a good deal of inde- 
pendent voting of Legislative tickets, In the 
first place, there are several independent 
organizations on the watch and ready to 
exert such influence as they may have 


for or against the regular candidates. 
The Anti-Monopoly League has denounced 
in advance no less than nineteen of the 
thirty-two members of the last Senate, 


and will endeavor to defeat any candi- 
date not in favor of ‘railroad reform. It is 


carrying on its work with some vigor all 
over the State. In this City there isa Cit- 
izens’ Committee presumably on the alert, 
but it is still more important that citizens 
themselves should be on the alert. It 
will be comparatively easy for each voter to 
make himself acquainted with the merits of 
candidates in his own district. Of the seven 
Senators and twenty-four Assemblymen from 
this City it would be difficult to name one in 
the last Legislature who fairly won for him- 
self a title to the approval implied in a re- 
election. Not one of the six Republican 
Assemblymen deserves a renomination. 
Their names should be remembered—I. I. 
Hayes, of the Seventh District; J. E. 
Bropsky, of the Eighth; C. E. Brenm, of 
the Tenth; R. R. Hami.ton, of the Eleventh; 
A. D. Wiuurams, of the Thirteenth, and 
W. J. Trimsie, of the Twenty-first. Mr. 
HAMILTON is the only one who to any de- 
gree retrieved the reputation sacrificed at 
the bidding of the ‘‘machine’’ in connec- 
tion with the Street-cleaning bill, and even 
he needs to be taught the lesson that it is the 
business of a representative at ail times to 
represent his constituents and not a political 
master. So long as the ‘‘machine’’ nom- 
inates in this City the voters have only their 
independence at the ballot-box with which 
to coerce it into a decent respect for their 
opinions and wishes. 





THE ELEVATED RAILROAD GAME. 


To the impecunious and unspeculative 
looker-on, guileless of the ways of Wall- 
street and solicitous only to get up anddown 
town at the quickest rate and the lowest 
fare, the career of the elevated railroads is 
as good asa play. If he is of asympathetic 
turn, he may pity the shorn lambs for whose 
tender skins there is no tempering of the 
financial winds, and he may detest the greedy 
and grasping shearers who periodically strip 
them of golden fleeces, still he will not be 
able to restrain his mirth. There is a game 
going on before his eyes all the time that is 
full of incident and of surprises, and the 
solemnity with which it is played and the 
seriousness with which the gaining and los 
ing is taken is to him intensely entertaining. 
As in all games of the kind, it is the pro- 
fessionals who pocket the money and the 
amateurs who furnish it. 

Perhaps* somebody knows how much it 
cost to build the elevated railroads that at 
present disfigure four of the great avenues 
of this City, but the looker-on at the game 
does not and can not findout. Dr. GILBERT 
once testified that the original contract for 
putting up the structure in Sixth-avenne 
provided for its construction for $300,000 
per mile, which is about four times the 
cost of an ordinary surface railroad. 
There is something like thirty miles of 
these roads, and they may have cost ten 
million dollars, or they may, with their 
equipment, have cost twice that. We do 
not know, but we have no doubt there were 
enormous profits made in their construction, 
the contractors and projectors working and 
sharing together to that end. When men of 
this class bargain with themselves to spend 
other people’s money, they make it profit- 
able. Whatever the roads cost, the New- 
York Company and the Metropolitan Com- 
pany each put forth $6,500,000 in shares of 

apital stock and $8,500,000 in bonds. That 
is to say, the chief promoters divided among 
themselves the stock and sold the bonds and 
used both for gaming purposes. More bonds 
were issued by the Metropolitan when the 
upper part of its line was buiit. The profits 
of the first construction and exploitation are 
unknown, but the time came when some- 
thing was needed to give a new impulse to 
the game. 

It is two years and more since the Man- 
hattan Company, a neglected bantling with 
no capital and no road, was picked up and 
made to play its part. With it”a tripartite 
agreement was solemnly made, and to it the 
other companies gravely leased their lines 
for 99 years. It agreed to pay their debts, 
principal and interest, to pay all taxes on 
their property, to pay each company $10,- 
000 a year rental, and to guarantee 10 per 
cent. dividends on all their stock. Further 
than that, it issued $18,000,000 of stock of its 
own and divided it between the other com- 
panies or among their shareholders, It 
was a wonderful production of gambling 
genius, this Manhattan Company. The bril- 
liant stroke of the tripartite contract sent 
New-York Elevated stock from 127 to 200, 
and had a similar exhilarating effect on 
Metropolitan; and even Manhattan, whose 
chance of dividends was deferred until after 
the payment of the fixed charges, was quoted 
ata highly respectable figure. Of course, 
the unloading was gentle, and care was 
taken not to frighten the timid lambs, but 
the bags of the shearers were filled while 
they smiled and smiled. 

The inevitable time came when Manhattan 
could not carry its tremendous load. Not 
only was bankruptcy before it, but the At- 
torney-General was behind it with the sharp 
stick of the law threatening annihilation. It 
was in distressful case, and its shares were 
down to 16, but they were no longer in the 
hands of those who made the game. The 
other stocks were also depressed, with a 
prospect of the giving up of the leases. New- 
York and Mr. Fie ip went about demanding 
their property back and Metropolitan waited 
with apparent fear and trembling. Manhat- 
tan went into the hands of Receivers, so 
completely run down that it was in danger 
of being wound up. Suddenly the wheel 
turns again, and the gentlemen make their 
play. Mr. Jay Goutp has been through 
the market and gathered up the bulk of the 
scattered shares of Manhattan, and he sud- 
denly remarks that the New-York and 
Metropolitan Companies received its stock 
without lawful consideration, and must 
now either pay for it at par. or 
give it back, getting itfrom him for the 
purpose at his own price. It is bold play, 
and the others enter cheerfully into the 


Sy 
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spirit of it. Manhattan goes up from less 
than 20 to more than 40, but meantime the 
lambs are shivering outside the fold. But 


this part of the game must be managed 


quickly. Mr. Govunp and Mr. Figup meet 
and they smile and smile and conclude 
on a new agreement. Old scores shall be 
wiped off. There is heap of money 
due from Manhattan, but let that go. 


Henceforth New-York shall have6 per cent., 
sure; Metropolitan shall have 4 per cent. if 


it earns it, not otherwise; after these divi- 
dends are met Manhattan shall be entitled to 
the earnings up to 4 per cent. on its stock, 
and then whatever surplus may be earned 


shall be equally divided. 

But here it seems that some of the Metro- 
politan stockholders began to feel the shears 
upon their backs. They determined to kick. 
The ratification of the new agreement did 
not slip through the Metropolitan directory 
so easily as was anticipated, and now 
Metropolitan stockholders are seeking 
an injunction and exposing the tricks 
of their own Directors. But the game 
is not finished. It is too good 
a thing for the professional gamesters to be 
given up yet. What are dividends of 4 per 
cent. or 6 per cent. or even 10 per cent. to 
the encrmous gains of the speculators in 
elevated railroad stocks? What is the safe- 


ty of the roads, the accommodation of the 
public, economy of management, low fares, 
anything that concerns the people, to these 
gamblers who make their millions by a sin- 
gle stroke ? 


THE FRENCH AT YORKTOWN. 

While it is fitting that the exercises now 
going on at Yorktown should bear witness 
to the appreciation which Americans of to- 
day have for the persistent valor and self- 
sacrifice of their ancestry, it is well to re- 
member that the place of honor, on this his- 
toric occasion, must be for that generous ally 
of America, without whom there would have 
been no Yorktown to celebrate. When the 
surrender of BuRGOYGNE at Saratoga opened 
the way for the alliance of France, the colo- 
nies had bright prospects for the future; but 
almost immediately came a reaction of 
gloom, which might have proved fatal but 
for the hope placed in the fleets, the troops, 
and the Treasury of France. It was during 
that terrible Winter when WasHIna@ton 
camped at Valley Forge that the treaty of 
friendship was signed. The soldiers and 
ships of p’Esraine quickly crossed the 
ocean, and the British plans of campaign 
were frustrated. Then followed the ships 
of Admirals pr Barras and pr GRASSE, 
and the army of Count p—e RocHAMBEAU. 

WASHINGTON’S original plan of campaign 
for the year 1781 had been to use the French 
troops and ships, in combination with our 
own Army, to expel the British from New- 
York; but when Lord Cornwa.uis, after 
marching all over the Carolinas, transferred 
his army to Virginia, in order to find there 
a new scene for his irrepressible energy, 
LAFAYETTE, who, at the head of a force of 
American troops detached from Wasn- 
INGTON’S army, had been making the 
best show of resistance that he 
could against the ravages of ARNOLD 
and PxHi.urps, urged WaAsHINGTON to 
make the capture of CoRNWALUIS his ob- 
jective. RocHAMBEAU had longed to trans- 
fer his French troops to strengthen Laray- 
ETTE in Virginia, anticipating greater suc- 
cess in surrounding CoRNWALLIS than in 
dashing the allied forces against the fortifi- 
cations of New-York. The always sound 
judgment of Wasnrinaton led him to the 
same conclusion, and the movement of Corn- 
WALLIS toward the coast, at the orders of 
Cuinton, to hold a permanent station at 
Williamsburg or Yorktown, aidedit. Hence, 
when RocHAMBEAU had assured WasnH- 
INGTON that the fleet of Dk Grasse would 
rendezvous in Chesapeake Bay, bringing 
with him from the West Indies the crack 
French division of the Marquis DE SAINt- 
Srmon, everything seemed to favor. 

If French influence in the preliminaries 
of this Yorktown campaign is apparent, still 
more so is the French aid given to the re- 
sult. The only possible method of captur- 
ing CORNWALLIS was to shut him up both 
by sea and land, but Congress was wholly 
without a fleet for this purpose. France 
supplied it. Count DE GRassg, entering the 
Chesapeake from the West Indies with up- 
ward of 38,000 men, under Sarnt-Sron, 
100 pieces of field artillery, and several 
siege guns and mortars, took possession of 
CoRNWALLI8’8 line of escape by water, 
blocking up York River, and thus beginning 
the operation of hemming in the British 
General nearly four weeks before the army 
of WASHINGTON arrived on the peninsula. 
But this was only a part of pz GrRassrE’s 
services. On the 5th of September, 1781, 
he engaged and defeated the British fleet 
under Graves, which had _ sought 
to dispute with him the mastery 
of the. Chesapeake, and from that 
moment the fate of CoRNWALLIS was 
sealed. Graves burned oneship of the line, 
which had been badly injured in the fight, 
and returned to New-York. When the 
allied armies were all assembled at Williams- 
burg, the first action was that of the Duke 
pE Lavuzun’s French dragoons, who de- 
feated TaruETon’s cavalry. The allies 
pushed forward steadily, the Americans on 
the right and the French on the left. On the 
14th of October two advanced redoubts were 
stormed, the principal one falling to the lot 
of the French, who lost over a hundred men 
in killed and wounded. LAFAYETTE, who 
commanded the American assault on the 
right, suffered less severely. The surrender 
of CorNWALLIS soon followed, and his 
troops were marched past the lines of the 
combined armies. 

It is clear that the presence and participa- 
tion of French guests during the coming 
celebration was a historic necessity, and it 
is well that the debt of gratitude which our 
ancestors owed to their allies should be 
freshly acknowledged by Americans of to- 
day. There is no danger that any English- 
speaking people will be tooeager in rehears- 
ing its obligations to other nations for a tri- 
umph on the field of battle. The average 
English school-boy learns a great deal about 
Waterloo while having a somewhat slender 
appreciation of the fact that a man named 
BLUCHER, at the head of sundry Germans, 
had something to do on that occasion. In 
like fashion Americans have, perhaps, some- 
what obscurely recognized the meaning of 
the fact that while our ancestors contributed 
to the siege of Yorktown 5,500 regulars and 
8.500 Militia, the French contributed 7.000 
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regulars and a fleet of 37 ships of the line. 
That WAsHINGTON fully comprehended the 
value.of the French contingent is evident 
from the following general order: 

“The General congratulates the Army upon the 


glorious events of yesterday. The generous proofs 
which his Most Christian Majesty bas given of 
his attachment to the cause of America must 
force conviction on the minds of the most de- 
ceived among the enemy relative to the good con- 
sequences of the alliance, and inspire every citizen 
of these States with sentiments of the most unal- 
terable gratitude, His fleet—the most numerous 
and powerful that ever appearedin these seas, 
commanded by an Admiral whose fortune and 


talents insure great events—an Army of the most 
admirable composition, both in officers and men, 


are the pledges of his friendship to the United 
States, and their co-operation has secured us the 
present signal success.” 

WASHINGTON’S order proceeds to a still 
greater length than that already quoted, to 
thank individual French officers and regi- 
ments for their services. Congress declared 
that it would raise a monument at Yorktown 
to the alliance of the United States and 
France which had achieved this decisive re- 
sult. But the details of making peace and 
forming the new Government seem to have 
caused the postponement of this deserved 
work, which has consequently fallen on our 
generation, a hundred years later, to finish. 
It is well to recall these historic facts, in 
order that we may take up the commemora- 
tive work at Yorktown in the spirit with 
which it was promised. 


AN UNGRATEFUL BURGLAR. 

Mr. Hayden is one of our most prom- 
inent philanthropists, andis either President, 
Secretary, or Director of half a dozen 
philanthropic societies. Nevertheless, he is 
a warm-hearted and liberal man, who actu- 
ally carries into practice the generous pre- 
cepts which he proclaims with so much 
eloquence at public meetings. No-one who 
knows him doubts his sincerity, and his life 
affords an unanswerable rebuke~to those 
who would hastily decide that ayprofessional 
philanthropist must be 
person. 

Mr. Hayden has always shown‘ a warm 
sympathy for burglars. He was never a 
drunkard-fancier, nor an admirer of mur- 
derers, but for the burglar he always hada 
kind andencouraging word. He maintained 
that no man ever broke into a house in order 
to steal unless he was in distress,.and that, 
instead of arresting or shooting; detected 
burglars, they should be treated ‘with the 
utmost kindness, the effect of which would 
be that they would renounce their evil ways 
and become honest and industrious citizens. 
‘The burglar will treat us as we treat him,”’ 
was Mr. Hayden’s favorite remark. If men 
would treat burglars as erring brothers, and 
would appeal to their stomachs with food 
and their nobler natures with kind: and af- 
fectionate language, it was Mr. Hayden’s 
firm conviction that burglary would. speedily 
become a lost art. 

In accordance with his peculiar theory of 
burglars, Mr. Hayden took small pains to 
lock up his house at night, and would have 
nothing to do with patent burglar alarms. 
He did not have any very great amount of 
valuable plate or other portable property in 
his house, but what he did have he felt sure 
that no burglar would steal. Over the chim- 
ney-piece in his dining-room he kept con- 
stantly displayed a placard bearing theinscrip- 
tion: ‘‘Burglars are respectfully informed that 
they will find plenty of food and a bottle of 
good claret in the butler’s pantry. Mr. 
Hayden will be happy to assist any deserv- 
ing burglar who will call on him at 10 
o’clock A. M. Please do not wake the ladies 
and children.’”’ Such confidence. had the 
good man in the honor of the average 
burglars that he never dreamed of adding to 
this inscription a request that burglars would 
not steal anything. He refused to admit the 
possibility that a burglar could delib®rately 
roba man who had offered him food, drink, 
sympathy, and help. 

It so happened that for a long time no 
burglar visited Mr. Hayden’s house; but 
one night, not very long ago, the philan- 
thropist was awakened by a noise in his 
dining-room. He promptly rose, lit a 
candle, and, wrapping the drapery of a 
dressing-gown around him, went down 
stairs to see what was the matter. He found 
a wretched-looking man crouched under the 
table, whom he at once seized and dragged 
to his feet. The man begged for mercy. 
He said that he was sick and cold; that he 
had not eaten anything for some weeks, and 
that finding Mr. Hayden’s window open 
he had crept into the house in hopes of 
finding a crust of bread and a dry place in 
which to pass the night. He told Mr. Hay- 
den that he had seen better days, but that 
he had lost his money through the fault of 
others; that his wife had deserted him 
while he was lying sick of a fever, and that 
he was alone in the world without hope 
and without a friend. 

Mr. Hayden made him sit down on a com- 
fortable chair, and brought him a plenti- 
ful supper of cold chicken and claret. He 
went up stairs and brought down a suit of 
clothes, which he gave the burglar, and he 
handed him a dollar with which to pay fora 
night’s lodging at a hotel. Furthermore, he 
assured the man that henceforth he would 
be a friend to him, and within a few days he 
would find a good situation for him. Having 
thus ministered to the wants of his distressed 
brother, Mr. Hayden went back to bed, leav- 
ing the burglar at his supper, and requesting 
him to close the window carefully on taking 
his departure. 

Conscious that he had donea good act 
and had put in practice his favorite theory 
as to the proper cure for burglary, Mr. 
Hayden slept soundly the rest of the night, 
but he was awakened early by the servant, 
who told him that she could not find any 
spoons or forks. He hurriedly dressed him- 
self and hastened to the dining-room. Not 
only were the spoons and forks gone, but 
every article of silver belonging to the Hay- 
den household had vanished. Mr. Hayden’s 
new hat and overcoat were gone; a set of 
silver-plated knives were bent and broken, 
and tne carpet was stained with kerosene, 
which had been viciously emptied out of a 
bottle which the burglar had evidently mis- 
taken for a bottle of wine. Worst of ll, 
the placard bearing the kind invitation to 
burglars had been turned with its face to 
the wall, and on the back of it were written 
words intended to be descriptive of Mr. 
Hayden’s intellectual status, which were by 
no means flattering and will not bear repeti- 
tion. 

Since that day Mr. Hayden is of the opin- 
ion that burglary is a most detestable crime; 


an objectionable 


-the duties 


that burglars are the worst viliains in exist- 
ence. and that every detected burglar should 
be-hanged. He has bought a revolver and a 


bull-dog, and has hired a private watchman. 


In all probability he will resign his ‘connec- 
tion with charitable societies, and if ever a 
vigilance committee is organized in his 
neighborkood he wil! doubtless be its most 


prominent member.

_By the Seythia, which sailed on the 15th from

BLAcKForpD wiil receive the fish and will place them 


in such waters as they think best adapted to their. 


nature. Aswehave no flat fish so excellent for 
food as the sole and turbot, it is very desirable 
that we should introduce them into our waters. if 
such is possible. The chance of raising such fish, 
or of their multiplying, is, of course, as yet, quite 
problematical. To insure success in sea-fish cul- 
ture, the only proper method would be to obtain 
the eggs, to fertilize them, hatch them, and to then 
distribute the young fish. But it must be said that 
English fish-culturists are by no means as well ac- 
quainted with these subjects as our own 
people, and, besides, are quite indifferent as 
to that larger development which this science 
bas taken in this country. If live sea fish 
are to be brought over, the only chance of suceess 
would be to keep on importing them and placing 
them in the same locality during a series of years. 
As to the fish which may be expected, they will be 
met on the arrival of the steamer and at once ear- 
ried to some point off Coney Island outside of the 
bar which makes in there. The gentlemen who have 
charge of this fish would have very much preferred 
to have placed them in some safe waters, so that 
they might have neared their spawning season, 
which is the Spring, and then to have liberated 
them. But, very unfortunately, the New-York 
Fish Commission have as yet no place in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of the City where fish can be 
preserved. The want of some convenient water 
on Long Island where a hatching nursery estab- 
lishment can be founded, where work could be 
done not only with fresh but salt water fish, be- 
comes, then, more manifest every day. 
tS 

A “‘practical politician” of Kings County, 
one of the sort who has great faith in the power 
exercisable by Inspectors at primary elections, tells 
an inside story about the Democratic convention 
at Albany last week which ought to make it diffi- 
cult for the voter to believe the fine professions of 
the Democratic platform. Through the persistent 
efforts of a gentleman named McMurzay, the au- 
thor of some thoughtful papers advocating re- 
forms in primary elections, a resolution was sub- 
mitted to the Committee on Resolutions while it 
was preparing the platform, which read: “ Recog- 
nizing that Democratic principles represent the in- 
terests of the people, and are applied in proportion 
as popular influence is increased in the choice of 
officials, the Democratic Party declares itself for 
amendments to our eleetion laws, securing an ‘ab- 
solute reform in primary elections, giving full 
power to the people to select candidates for office.” 
A very commendable proposition, it may seem to 
the uninitiated, but the ‘practical politician” 
from Kings, who was a member of the committee 
to prepare the Democratic platform, smothered it 
as a pernicious and revolutionary sentiment. What 
was more Interesting, he went about openly boast- 
ing of what he had done, and telling that it would 
not answer for him, as he had kept three Inspec- 
tors in place in his district for years because they 
would always return as elected any ticket he might 
select forthe primary elections, regardiess of any 
vote that the voters of the district happened to 
cast. The resolution will not be found in the 
Democratic platform.

There is a unique little newspaper published 
once a month at the Indian school at Carlisle Bar- 
racks, Pennsylvania, by Kineca, an Iowa Indian 
boy. Its contributors are children of the school, 
and the articles, being printed just as they are 
written, indicate the progress that the Indian 
youth have made in learning English since the 
school was established, two years ago. Hero ts a 
“local item” of a late issue: ** The lady who has 
charge of the little boys ask one of them why don't 
you try to keep your shirt clean when you go down 
to dining hall to eat. The little boy said why not 
we have white things like handkerchiefs not hand- 
kerchiefs like white boys and girls have 
then we not get shirt dirty when we eat.” 
Another: “ Problem.—A train of cars going 
in to Buffalo took 429 passengers. It 
brought back 178 passengers. How many more 
were taken in to Buffalo than were brought back ? 
Teacher told a boy to solve it and give a full an- 
swer. His answer: The train brought back 251 
buffalos.’” Some of the larger boys assist in keep- 
ing order, and wear the chevrons and stripes of 
Sergeants and Corporals. ** One day a lady teacher 
told ons of her boys to do something but the boy 
did not want to mind her at that time, and the 
lady said to him you must do what I told you to 
do but the boy would not speak. So she keep 
telling him that he should mind his teacher at last 
he look up, he look at herarms, he look at her 
dress and he look at her eyes and said, Where are 
your stripes?’ Here is the editor’s reference toa 
recent visit of Virginian ex-Confederates to Car- 
lisle: ‘* The soldiers of the Seuth came to visit Car- 
lisle. They used to fight against the North soldiers 
twenty years ago but nowthey coming in and no 
more fight, good friend to each other.” Some of 
the children are sent away among the farmers “‘ to 
learn white man’s ways,” and occasionally the let- 
ters they send totheir friends at the school are 
published. Davis, Cheyenne, writes that he had 
been at church, where he saw ‘the minister put 
water on ever so many little white babies.” Mar- 
TIE REED, a little Pueblo girl, 10 years old, who ar- 
rived at the school Feb. 4, 1881, writes: “* You like 
sweet apples yes, Im like swest apple has geod to 
eat and do you like sour apple? No Im do like, 
sour apple has net good to eat she sour me write 
in the paper.”” Cheyenne HARvEvy tells this story: 
‘*T ask Mrs. to spell tomorrow for me. I forget 
how to spell tomorrow I will never forget tomor- 
row how to spell again I will keep spell in this way 
tomorrow, tomorrow, temorrow and tomorrew 
and tomorrow.”

It is a curious fact that, notwithstand- 
ing the prominence given to the Night Medical 
Service by the newspapers of this City, both while 
the bill was onits paSsage and while the service 
was being reduced to practice, a large proportion 
of the population who would naturally avail them- 
selves of its benificent provisions are ignorant of 
the existence of such an institution. The service 
has now been in operation in a quiet and unobtru- 
sive manner for some months, and the $3,000, 
which was the sum appropriated for the first year, 

is unexpended; indeed, a considerable balance re- 
mains to the credit of the service, the Superintend- 
ent, a member of the Board of Health staff, hay- 
ing served without special salary, and performed 
of his office in a very efficient 
manner without drawing upon the sum set 
apart for the payment of physicians. The 
exact statisties of the workings of the service, the 
number of calls per week, the proportion of those 
who have been able to pay, and of those whose 
treatment has accrued against the fund appro- 
priated for the work, and the distribution of calls 
among the various acute diseases and accidents in- 
cident to Metropolitan life have not yet been col- 
lated in such a manner that they can be given to 
the public. The calls have not been as many as 
was anticipated when the service was setin mo- 
tion, owing, perhaps, to the fact before noted, 
that, although great prominence was given to the 
scheme during its progress, both by the medical 
and the secular press, a large proportion of our 
tenement-house population is entirely ignorant of 
its existence. Asa provision for cases of accident 
or sudden attack of disease during the night, 
however, the scheme originated and car- 
ried into execution by Dr. Nacure. has 
proved eminently successful. To begin with, per- 
haps, the medical men who registered their 
names at the several Police precincts expected 
more calls for their services than the event has 
justified. This was but natural in the enthusiasm 
of the moment, although the experience of Paris, 
Berlin, and other European cities where the system 
is in operation has shown that the average number 
of calls per week during the night {s, compared 
with the great number of cases in which medical 
services are necessary. very small indeed. Ia 


-Paris it has amoysted to only a few hundred pel 


year, and in Berlin to fewer stiil. divided among 4 
large number ef registered practitioners. No sta 
tisties from St. Petersburg are yet accessible, but 


there is no reason for believing that the variation 
from the general average at the Rnasian capital 
wouid be material. Those who predicted that the 
organization of the service would prove only 
another meansof encouraging pauperism among 
the masses in respect to the medical profession 
have been signally disappointed, and the 
number ot physicians and political economists 
who foreboded such a result, and regarded with 
misgiving the initiation of another means of ob- 
taining free medical treatment. was certainly not 


small. Itisto be hoped that in entering upon an- 
other year measures will be taken to acquaint the 
public more generally with the existence of an in- 
stitution so peculiarly adapted to save life in cases 


of midnight emergency. A circular issued for gen- 
eral distribution by the Board of Health, in the 
same manner as circulars giving the most availabie 


precautions against sun-stroke, would meet the re- 
quirements.

THE INVENTOR AND HIS PHILADELPHIA WORK- 
SHOP—TESTS OF PRESSURE—SHOOTING 
OFF A CANNON AND RUNNING AN ENX- 
GINE—A LACK OF EXPLANATION, 

With several odd experiments, with a colla- 
tion of sandwiches, oysters, and champagne, and 
sith a discursive talk, the most of which was un- 
‘intelligible jargon, did Mir. John Earnst Worrell 
Keely entertain a small party at his workshop, No. 
{,422 North Twentieth-street, Philadelphia, yester- 
jay. There were about 25 persons present. Of 
this number some half adozen or so were stock 
brokers and others pecuniarily interested in the 
Keely motor, The remainder were reporters trom 
various New-York papers. According to the terms 
of the invitation sent by Mr. F. G. Green, the 
Treasurer of the Keely Motor Company, the in- 
ventor proposed “at the reguest of the Metropoli- 
tau press” to give an exhibition of his progress. 
No evidenees were afforded yesterday to show that 
there had been any such request, but the exhibition 
was given all the same. 

The workshop which was the scene of the exhi- 
bition is the property of the company. It is a 
small two-story brick building resembling a private 
stable. On the ground floor isasmall ante-cham- 
ber, and behind it is a large apartment which was 
kept carefully locked and bolted yesterday. Vis- 
itors, as they came in response to tbe tuvitation, 
were at once shown up stairs. The room into 
which the narrow and steep staircase leads is a 
counterpart of the one immediately beneath. It 
was taken up yesterday with the preparations for 
luncheon, which were superintended by a local 
caterer, who seemed to understand the complica- 
tions of Mr. Keely’s apparatus and conversation 
quite as well asthe inventor himself. Adjoining 
room was a compartment of about 
the same size, and next to this an- 
other. In the middle room of the 
three was the motor about which so much has 
been claimed by the inventor and the select circle 
of stocknolders who have been, so to speak, re- 
volving about his orbit for several years. The 
motor proper isan apparatus about six feet long. 
Tt was raised from the floor oma stand. The apna- 
ratus consists of three upright portions or cylin- 
ders, joined together by a complication of very 
strong copper tubes. Two of the cylindrical ves- 
sels are counterparts. The third, lying in between, 
is very much heavier, and is nearly globular in 
form. Its massiveness attracts attention at 
once. Behind, and a little above it, was 
a graduated glass tube, in which was poured 
the small amount of water necessary in enabling 
the apparatus to develop its extraordinary power. 
In front of the apparatus was a siren of common 
pattern to measure interferences with an air cur- 
rent blown out. It is a circumstance trivial in 
itself, but still worth noting here, that, aithough 
Mr. Keely in his experiments seemed to rely on the 
screech of the siren for telling him the force 
evolved, he knew nothing whatever of its make. 
At the right of the motor proper was a device for 
measuring pressure. It consisted of an iron bar, 
one eud of which was attached toa “plunger,” a 
kind of piston-rod, one-third of an inch in diame- 
ter, working into a small chamber, to which the 
oressure of the force evolved was conveyed. Thea 
>ther end of the bar was borne down with heavy 
iron weights. The bar was supported by a fixed 
stanchion, close to the end of which the plunger 
was affixed. 

Before beginning his experiments, Mr. Keely was 
Introduced to the strangers present, and they had 
an opportunity of observing carefully the personal 
characteristics of the man who has been able to 
obtain so much financial backing to carry out his 
long-delayed and exceedingly slowplans. He is 53 
years old, but looks much younger. He is above 
the medium height and has a powerful and well- 
knit frame. The fringe of hair which cir- 
cles his head is very dark, as are also 
his close-trimmed mustache and side-whiskers. His 
eyes are dark brown and deep set. In manner Mr. 
Keely is deliberate rather than nervous, although 
he is very quick in his movements, especially when 
working around his apparatus. He impresses one 
favorably ws regards his earnestness, although he 
seems destitute of the ability to make himseif un- 
derstood or to explain the nature of his claims in 
intelligible spoech. 

ln beginning, Mr. Keely told those present that 
che motor was al! apart, and he proceeded, by put- 
Ling a few bolts bere and there, to set it in order. 
This done, the experiments began. He took about 
agillof water and poured it into the glass tube 
already described, which is a graduated one. The 
water, he explained, did not produce the force. It 
assed into the motor, first to the “introductory 
impulse,” which was the globular compart- 
Ment ot the machine. then it flowed tothe two 
side cylinders, called “side shells’ or fifth 
compound. The water next impinged on the 
valve connected with the ‘ molecular lead” which 
s under the globular affair. By moving two levers, 
which he did, Mr. Keely claimed that he brought 
put the atomic energy which is his foree, At first, 
ne said, he disturbed the equilibrium; then he 
* multiplied the atomic ether or etherio impulse.” 

‘his impulse, he went on to say, was manifested in 
she tube designed for the manifestation of the 
iberated interatomie impulse. The tube mean- 
while rotated, and the force passed to the “ regis- 
ter of force,” or ‘* positive vibrator,” producing 
propulsion. There is also a “ negative vibrator,” 
:o be used whenever a vacuum is desired, and by 
ts aid Mr. Keely claims to have surpassed the 
atest improvements of the Sprengel air-pump. 
He showed, however, no demonstration of this 
tind yesterday. From his conversation, as it pro- 
sressed, the only intelligible portion seemed to be 
this: He claims that he is obtaining and utilizing 
;be force of cohesion, or the force residing in the 
nteratomic ether which physicists have put down 
is existingin all substances. His descriptions of 
iis apparatus and how the force is produced were 
10t always the same, but that given above was 
aken down as carefuily as it could be under the 
sircumstances, and is slightly less unintelligible 
shan most of those which were propounded. 

While giving his information as he best could Mr. 
Eeely ali along kept an eye—and generally a hand 
or two—on the machine. All at once he opened 
the valve connecting with the siren, and there was 
a shrill screech. Upou hearing this and looking at 
the dial of the siren on which the number of inter- 
ferences with the air current were noted, Mr. 
Keely announced that there was a pressure of 
22,000 pounds to the square inch. Mr. 
Green interrupted, saying that the pressure 
was an elastic pressure as distinguished from 
hydraulic pressure. The calculation by means of 
which this resuit was arrived at was explained by 
Mr. Keely in response to Tue Times's reporter’s in- 
guiries. The weights at the end of the lever above 
described were put down by him as being 400 
pounds. This was multiplied by 45, the latter 
figure being composed of the product of 15—allowed 
for the fulerum—multiplied by 3, because the 
plunger was one-third of an inch in diameter, Two 
thousand pounds were added to the sum total forthe 
lever. and 500 for friction. These various amounts 
make an aggregate of 20,500 pounds—not of 22,000, 
as Mr. Keeiy claimed. When the discrepancy was 
called to his attention he gave no reason for it, 
and continued to speak of the 22,000 pounds, a 
looseness of speech with regard to figures which 
ebaracterized all his utterances. To show that the 
pressure was an elastic one, Mr. Keely threw his 
weight on the weighted end of the lever and 
pbowed the * give” there was to it. 

The next experiments were with a small but 
very strongly constructed cannon. At first 
there was plugged into it a packer of stout 
rabber cloth about one-quarter of an inch thick. 
As s00n as it was secured the gun was connected 
with the motor by means of a copper tube about 
three-sixteenths of an inch outside diameter and 
with a bore of one-sixteenth of an inch. The in- 
ventor then walked up to the machine, gave a 
twist to a wheel like one of those in use 
pn steam-pipes, and there was a loud report. 
The cannon was taken apart, and it was 
found that a chunk had been taken out of the 
rubber cloth and distributed in very fine pieces at 
the oppesite side of the room. The force evolved, 
said Mr, Keely, was equal to gunpowder. ‘Then he 
took a leaden bullet, about one inch in diameter, 
and put it into the cannon. There was againa loud 
report, and the bullet was fired about 15 feet and 
through a plank three and one-quarter inches 
thick, Other bullets were shot against an iron 
plate and flattened. In these experiments 
the inventor, before exhibiting the force, 
rubbed a fiddle bow against one of 
the copper tubes of the apparatus, producing 
& musical tone, or else rubbed the bow against a 
large tuning-fork. He said the motor was adjusted 
toa particular pitch and note, and that he had to 
sound ove a little below it in order to produce the 
proper vibrations in the apparatus which evolved 
the force. The vapor which rushed through the 
siren and into the air whenever a tube was opened 
was blown out in little gusts, and opportunity was 
given to all to observe that it was without odor, 
save a little trace of machine oil, and that it was 
not inflammable. 

This being completed, one of the fine bore cop- 
per tubes was connected with a peculiar engine in 
the room behind that where the motor was situated. 
The engine was called a vibratory one. Its weight, 
the inventor explained, was one and three-quarter 
tons. It was also, like the motor, on a stand, 
altpough a cylinder belonging to it was 
below. There was no explanation of the 
mechanism. Those present saw a wheel revoive 
with a force said to be equal to 30-horse power. 
There was, however, no test of the power beyond 
what was afforded in an effort by Mr. Keely, as- 
sisted by something like a crowbar, to ston the 
wheel. He showed that he could easily regulate 
the apparatus and bring it toa stand-still almost 
instantly. 

The last experiment was on the stand on which 
the motor proper stood. A copper globe sur- 
rounded by a band of the same metal, like a me- 
ridian on an astronomical globe, was put down, 
and the encircling metal band was connected with 


this 


the motor by.a ateel rod. - Above the point of ¢on- 


nection between the rod and the motor was placed 
a box like a soap-box, and on this the tun- 
ing-fork was set. The inventor gave the 
fork a serape with his fiddle bow, and the 
globe began to rotate. He said he had to restrain 
the force or the copper globe would fly into frag- 
ments. The experiment was repeated with an at- 
tempt at insulating the globe, 50 as_ to show that 
the force was not electrical, but the conditions 
were not of a kind to make the experiment con- 
clusive. What the turning-fork, on which so much 
store was set, had to do with the experi- 
ments is a question. THE TrmEs’s reporter ex- 
amined it carefully. From the fork there 
led two long tapes of iron or steel like a long un- 
wound clock-spring. They led and were con- 
nected, however, with nothing. and the tuning- 
fork itself was not fastened to anything. It was 
difficult to see how the fork could have any effect 
whatever, and no explanation of Mr. Keelly’s was 
sufficient to snow its pertinency or use. 

A desuitory conversation followed the perform- 
ing of the experiments. Mr. Keely said his claim 
was that he had discovered not anew force brta 
newly recognized one. He had not yet, he added, 
taken out any patents on his inventions or appa- 
ratus, and did not intend to before the mechanism 
had been perfected. This would take about six 
months. He had been already working at the appa- 
ratus for six years. He denied that the 
effects which the visitors had noticed were pro- 
duced by the use of electricity or pneumatic power, 
although there was nothing in his explanations 
which seemed incompatible with the use of com- 
pressed air or compressed vapor of some kind. 
Indeed, the great strength of all portions of the 
apparatus seemed to render it particularly suita- 

le for such work, 

In looking about the building Tax: Tioes’s report- 
er had his attention directed to the locked and bolt- 
ed room on the ground floor which is referred to 
above. The room is directly underneath the one 
in which the motor was placed, and in case any 
deception was intended it would not be unnatural 
forone to make use of the lower room for the 
purpose. It would, in fact, serve the purpose only 
too well. Power elsewhere developed might be 
brought to the lower apartment, and there so dis- 
posed as to admit of its easy introduction where 
needed above. Bearing these things in mind, the 
reporter spoke to Mr. Keely, saying: 

“Mr. Keely, newspaper men are naturally sus- 
picious, and you must pardon me for asking you 
whatIdo. But you have requested our presence 
here, and have desired us to make what inquiries 
we choose, Now, we see a great deal of power is 
here, and we cannot understand how {it is pro- 
duced. And we think that there may be something 
in the room below which produces this power. 
Can't you let us look into the room below, which 
is locked up?” 

Mr. Keely was taken greatly aback at this. He 
waited for an instant before replying. ‘Then he 
said that he would certainly not show what was 
in the room down stairs. There was there, he said, 
an apparatus which he was constructing for a Uali- 
fornia party designed for the lifting of heavy 
weights. The apparatus was one he could not 
sbow. 

The next matter broached related to the contin- 
uance of the force or energy evolved. The experi- 
ments had been begun at about 12:30, and they 
were very few. They called forthe exercise now 
and then of acomparatively great deal of force, but 
notagreat quantity. At4:15 Mr. Keely,when asked 
about it, said the motor force was exhausted, or 
that it was in the motor “latent.’’ He made no 
reply when asked why he did not exercise the 
motor continuously fora week or so ata time to 
show what it reaily could do. 

There are a number of circumstances which must 
be taken into account in judging of the re- 
sults of these experimenis, and they were dis- 
cussed at length by some of the visitors after leav- 
ing the workshop. Ali went to the question of the 
good faith or the conclusiveness of tne tests. The 
surrounding circumstances, it was admitted by all, 
were not good. The tests were made in the in- 
ventor’s own workshop, and no opportunity was 
afforded these pree t for examining the prem- 
ises with the care that a proper investigation 
demanded. The explanations made were in gen- 
eral unintelligible. Ahditisasingular circumstance 
that aithough the inventor has been at work for six 
years on his apparatus, he has not even given a 
name to any part of it by means of which 
it can be clearly identifed. When asked 
too, to explain the principles on which 
it was based, ne declined, saying: “It would 
take a week."’ Again, the exposition of the motor 
given yesterday was after due deliberation, and 
the inventor asked for a publicity presumably 
becau-e he felt that his work was in a 
condition to stand = scrutiny and criticism, 
It was to be exyected, also, under 
the circumstances, that he would make the best 
showing he could. As it was there was nothing 
done in the way of appreciab!e results in the 
tests of yesterday which persons are not able 
to do with the forces now in common use. and the 
methods—sueb as the tuning-fork apparatus and 
some of the jargon of apparent explanation— 
brought to mind the subtle and ingenious devices 
wherewith professed alchemists were wont to be- 
guile confiding persons of wealth 200 years or more 
ago. On the other hand, however, there was 
nothing positive shown which would necessarily 
lead to the inference of fraud or deceit. The tests 
were simply inconclusive, without practical value, 
and left the matter where it was before.

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BISHOP WIGGER'S CONSECRATION.

IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIES IN THE CATHOLIC 
CATHEDRAL AT NEWARK, 

The ceremonies attending the consecration 
in the Roman Catholic cathedral in Newark yester- 
day of the Rev. Winand M. Wigger as Bishop of the 
Diocese of Newark, N. J., consumed the best part 
of the day, but were neither tedious nor tiresome, 
because of the impressiveness and interest. They 
commenced at 9o0’clock in the morning, and had 
scarcely concluded at 8 o'clock inthe afternoon. 
Every available seat in the church was occupied. 


The Bishops and clergy who were to participate in 
the ceremonial had gathered at the episcopal resi- 
dence, on Bleecker-street, and shortly before 9 
o’clock they formed in procession and took up 
their line of march to the cathedral. They were 
headed by a censer-bearer, and over 100 of the 
clergy were in the line. Among them was Arch- 
bishop Corrigan, of New-York, who ofticiated as 
consecrator; Bishops Longhlin, of Brooklyn, and 
McQuaid, of Rochester, who officiated as assistant 
consecrators; Mgr. Doane, assistant priest; the 
Rey. William McNulty, deacon of the mass; the 
Rey. Father Concilio, assistant deacon; Mgr. Se- 
ton, consecrator’s notary; the Rev. J. A. Shephard 
and J. M. Flynn, masters of ceremonies; the Rev, 
Fathers Duffy, Wahl, and Butler, and Messrs. 
Brady, Farrell, and Hall chaplains to the Bishop- 
elect and assistant Bishops. Bishop-elect Wigger 
wore a purple cassock anda small purple cappa 
fell over his shoulders. 

The chancel, as it had been prepared for their 
coming, presented a brilliant appearance. It was 
lighted by hundreds of burning candles. Festoons 
of smilax hung from the high altar, and vases of 
choice flowers were tastefully arranged in different 
parts of the auditorium. Bishop Corrigan, in rich 
and beautiful pontificals, was conducted to a seat 
within the altar, and Dr. Wigger was led to him by 
the assistant Bishops. Bishop Loughlin formally 
presented the candidate to Archbishop Cor- 
rigan, and upon the Archbishop’s call the 
Papal bull confirming the Bishopric of Dr. 
Wigger, was read. Then the oath of duty, 
allegiance, and fidelity was administered. 
Bishop Wigger knelt while he repeated the oath at 
the Archbishop’s feet. Placing both hands on the 
Gospels that lay open on the Arokbishop’s lap he 
said: **So may God help me and these holy Gos- 
pels of God.’ Then he made his solemn profes- 
sion of faith, and being seated, was catechised by 
the Archbishop. The examination finished, he was 
led beiore the consecrator. Then he knelt and 
kissed the Archbishop's hands. Then taking off 
his mitre, the Archbishop turned and began the 
mass. Then all knelt in prayer, the Bishop-elect 
lying prostrate while the Litany was sung. 

The act of consecration followed. After prayer, 
the head of the Bishop-elect was bound with linen, 
and the ** Veni Creator Spiritus’? was sung. the 
consecrator sitting at the altar and Dr. Wigger 
kneeling before him. Dipping his finger in holy 
oil, the Archbishop made the sign of the cross on 
Dr. Wigger’s head, and then annointed his head. 
The episcopal ring was blessed and put onthe 
tbird finger of the right nand of the new Bishop, the 
crozier being first blessed and placed in his hands. 
His mitre was blessed by the Archbishop, sprinkled 
with holy water and placed on his head, Then 
gloves were blessed, sprinkled, and put on, the 
episcopal ring on the proper finger on the outside, 
He was led to the throne, and the crozier placed 
in his hands again. While the Te Deum was being 
sung he was led down the aisle, and biessed the 
kneeling congregation. 


SEPTEMBER THE HOTTEST. 


AVERAGE DEGREES Oi' TEMPERATURE FOR 
THE PAST FOUR MONTHS. 


Many of the thermometers in this City 
marked 80° at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, und 
79° was the record at Hudnut’s at that hour. This 
sbows a temperature of 5° higher than the average 
of the hottest day during last June, equal to the 
average of July 6, the hottest day of that month, 
and but 1° below the average of Aug. 5 and 6, the 
hottest days of the last Summer month. Septem- 
ber, however, brought more intense heat than 
did any of the Summer months. The long-to-be-re- 
membered 7th of September, when the mercury was 
forced up above 101°, was the hottest day not only 
of that exceptionally warm month but of the year, 
of 10 years, and, indeed, of all of the years remem- 


bered in this City. The average temperature of 
that day from3 A. M. until midnight was over 85°, 
and the day preceding and the day subsequent 
were only slightly less torrid, the former touching 
100° and the latter falling only a little short of that 
registry. The temperature of September was 
in many ways out of the usual order. 
Throughout the month there was no marked 
fallin the mercury. The lowest average for any 
day was 65°, on the 17th, and in the 380 days of the 
month but 10 other times was the record below 70°, 
and frequently it went above 75°, a point which 
was reached but twice, and not exceeded at all, in 
June, and passed but five times in July and but 
seven times in the 31 days of August, Against Sep- 
tember’s lowest temperature of 65°, June 10’s rec- 
ord was 51°, and 65° was reached but 11 times that 
month. July’s temperature in no day fell below 
an average of 66°, but 23 days the mercury 
failed to reach 75°, and seven times was un- 
der 70°, and only once touching 80°. August had 
two days, the 17th and 18th, when the tempera- 
ture averaged below 65°, September’s lowest, and 
on 23 days, the same number as in July, the range 
was not above 75°. On Aug. 4, 80° was the average, 
and on the two succeeding days this record was 
increased 1°, an average above Sept. 7, although 
on those days no such registry as 101° was touched, 
the higher average being due to continuance rather 
than an extraordinary rise. The average for June 
was but 64 1-6°; July, 72 20-31°; August, 72 57-62°, 
while in September 73 49-240° was scaled. 

During the present mouth the average tempera- 
ture has been once as low as 42°. This was on the 
11th inst., and on one other day, the Sth, the mer- 
cury failed to touch 50°. Four times it ranged be- 
tween 50° and 60°, andon Oct. 1 the average was 
over 78°, higher by 3° than the warmest day of 
June, and, with one exeeptioa, as high as on any 
day during July, being exceeded only five times 
during the month of August.

PHI BETA KAPPA CONVENTION. 
eT eee 
DELEGATES FROM SIXTEEN COLLEGES FORM 
A NATIONAL COUNCIL. 

Ever since the celebration of the centennial 
of Harvard College, wien a general convention of 
the various chapters of the Phi Beta Kappa Society 
in this country was held, a movement has been on 
foot to renew the prestige of that organization by 
founding a national council and bringing the iso 
lated college associations into one general organi- 
zation representing the highest literary culture and 
class scholarship. It was, accordingly, decided at 
that meeting to hold asecond convention in this 
City, at which as many of the chapters as possible 
should be represented by delegates, to adopt a 
provisional constitution for a body to be 


styled the National Council, and to take 
such other action as the assembled delegates 
might think advisable. This convention took place 
in the council room of the University of the City 
of New-York yesterday afternoon. Sixteenof the 
21 chapters in existence in the United States were 
represented, among them Harvard College, Trinity 
College, Hartford, Conn.; Rutgers College, New- 
Brunswick, N. J.; the Wesleyan University, Colum- 
bia College, the College of the City of New- 
York, and the university. After a protract- 
ed interchange of views a constitution was 
framed and adopted, and the date for the 
tirst meeting of the Phi Beta Kappa National Coun- 
cil was fixed as Sept. 6, 1882, at Saratoga. Last 
evening Gen, Alexander 8. Webb, President of the 
College of the City of New-York, tendered a re- 
ception to the assembled delegates on behalf of 
the Phi Beta Kappa Alumni in the Faculty room 
of the college, corner of Lexington-avenue and 
Twenty-third-street. Among the members of the 
Aiumni Association who were present were 
Prof. Benjamin N. Martin, of the Uni- 
versity of the City ef New-York; Dr. Edmund 
G. Rawson, President of the New College of Vet- 
erinary Surgeons; Gen. Foster, Henry 8S. Drayton, 
Prof. Werner, of the College of the City of New- 
York; the Kev. Mr. Comstock, Alderman Hawes, 
and many other distinguished gentlemen. Prof. 
Atherton, of Rutgers; Dr. Gallaudet, of Trinity; 
Prof. Hampden, of the Wesleyan University. and 
others represented the convention. Mr. Hawes 
presided, and after the collation addresses were 
made by Prof. Atherton, President Webb, and 
Prof. Martin, predicting a brilliant future for the 
association. A reception will be given to the dele- 
gates at Columbia College this evening.

FALL RACES AT BALTIMORE. 
CRICKMORE WINNING THE DIXIE STAKES— 
RESULTS IN FOUR OTHER CONTESTS. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 18.—To-day was the open- 
ing of the Fall meeting of the Maryland Jockey 
Club, at Pimlico. The attendance was larger than 
ever known on an opening day, and the races were 
all excellent. There were five contests, though ihe 
fields were not large. The great event of the day 
was the Dixie Stakes, for which Crickmore was 
the favorite, and he gallantly carried his colors to 
the front, amid great applause. He is the first 
Maryland horse that has ever won the Dixie Stakes, 
and when he came to the stand he was invested 
with a beautiful oriole collar of fine satin, present- 
ed by ‘‘Krik.” The two-mile-heat race was next 
in interest, and Ferida captured it from Glenmore 
after three heats. A heavy shower of rain delayed 
the start for the first race for an hour, after which 
the day was pleasant and the track good. 

The first race was a dash of one mile, forall ages 
that had never won arace of one mile or over; 
purse, $300; $10 entrance, to go to the second 
horse. The starters were Compensation, Regicide, 
General Monroe, Blazes, Pride, Belle of the North, 
Amazon, and Potomac. In the betting, Compen- 


sation continued the favorite at $50 to $10 for Gen- 
eral Monroe, $7 for Pride, $6 each for Regicide and 
Blazes, $5 for Potomac, and $5 for the field. In 
the start Potomac was first away, with Pride 
second, General Monroe third, Compensation 
fourth, Regicide fifth, Blazes sixth, Belle of 
the North seventh, and Amazon lIast, On 
the turn Amazon went to the front, and 
held that position passing the quarter and 
down the back stretch, during which there was 
much changing. At the half-mile Amazon stilt beld 
the lead, with Belle of tie North second, General 
Monroe thira, Compensation fourth, and the others 
together. On the lower turn Compensation went 
up, and at the three-quarter pole had the first pasi- 
tion. The race to the finish was well contested. 
Compensation forged ahead and opened a gap of 
two lengths, and came home an easy winner two 
lengths ahead of Amazon, second, who was} two 
lengths ahead of Potomac, third, and Genera] Mon- 
roe, Blazes, Regicide, Belle of the North, and Pride 
following in the order in which they are named. 
Time—1:4544. French pools paid $9 35. 

The second was the Dixie Stakes, two miles, $100 
subecription, $50 forfeit, club to add $1,500, of, which 
$1,000 tothe first horse, $500 to the second, the 
third to save his stake. Crickmore, Barrett, and 
Eole started. Crickmore was the tavorite and sold 
in the auctions for $300, to $230 for Barrett and $35 
for Eole. In the books the range was four to five 
against Crickmore, five to four against Barrett, and 
twelve to one against Eole. The start was good, 
with Eole in front, Crickmore second, and Barrett 
last. Crickmore made the runping on the turn, 
and went to the front, with Barrett second, and 
Eole last; at the quarter Crickmore leading three 
lengths. On the stretch Barrett went up, and at 
the half-mile Crickmore’s advantage was reduced 
one and one-quarter lengths, but on the turn to the 
three-quarter Crickmore again forged forward and 
Trav down the straight and passed the stand three 
lengths ahead of Barrett, who was one length 
ahead of Eole. The first mile was completed 
in 1:47. After leaving ths stand, all the 
horses were extended, and the race was 
fine. Crickmore’ passed the quarter two 
lengths in front of Barrett, who was three lengths 
ahead of Kole. Crickmore did not increase his 
speed until he reached the lower turn, when he 
opened agap of fourlengths betore reaching the 
three-quarter pole, at which point Eole was four 
lengths inthe rear of Barrett. The.race to the 
finish was very fine, but Crickmore won easily, one 
length in front of Eole, second, who was two 
lengths ahead of Barrett, last, the mile having 
been made in 1:50. Time—d8:37. French pools 
paid $8 95. 

The third race was two-mile heats, maidens al- 
lowed, if 3 years old, 3 pounds: if 4 years old,7 
pounds; if 5 years and upward iz pounds. The start- 
ers were Glenmoreand Ferida. In the betting Glen- 
more was favorite at one to two in the books, while 
for Ferida the offers were eight to five against. In 
the auction pools Glenmore sold for $225and Ferida 
for $175. In the start for the first heat Ferida was 
first away. and she held her advantage throughout 
by from three-quarters to two and a half lengths 
until coming into the home stretch, when she 
made a fine dash of speed and finished winner 
of the heat bv four lengths. Time--—3:39. For the 
second heat Ferida became the favorite, and soid 
for $300 and Glenmore for $75. The start was 
even, but on the turn Ferida wentto the front, and 
at the quarter led one length, and she ran the first 
mile without change. Passing the stand she had 
improved her advantage a_half-length, but 
fell back to one length at the quarter pole. 
Down the back stretch Glenmore made a 
brush, and at the half-mile was only a half- 
length behind. On the lower turn Glenmore 
went up and captured the'mare at the three-quarter 
pole. Both ran hard for the finish, but Glenmore 
won the heat by two lengths. Time—3:37. For 
the third heat Glenmore again became the 
favorite in the pools, and sold in the 
auctions for $100 to $40 for Ferida. In 
the books the offerings were one to three 
against Glenmore, and threeto two against Ferida. 
The excitement became very great. Both horses 
came to the post in good condition forthe third 
heat, though Glenmore cooijied out much better 
than the mare. Ferida was first off, and at the 
quarter showed a haif-length in front. She held 
her advantage throughout, never less than a 
length in front, and finished an easy winner of the 
hesk and the race. Time—dé:41. Freuch pools paid 
$11 80. 

The fourth race was an extra race, a dash of 
three-quarters of a mile, with selling allowances; 
purse $300, of which $50 to the second horse. The 
starters were Charlie Gorham, Duke of Kent, Little 
Buttercup, Linchpin, Maggie C., Eunice, Brideeake, 
Wakefield, and Mate. Inthe pools Maggie C. had 
the call at-$55, to $45 each for Charlie Gorham and 
Little Buttercup, $30 for Bridecake, and $35 
for the field. The start was good, with 
Little Buttercup first away, but Wakefield 
took the lead on the bsck_ stretch and 
held it past the Walf-mile. On the lower turn 
the horses ran together, when Maggie C. broke 
away and went to the front, with Little Buttercup 
second and the others strung out. The race to the 
finish was good, Maggie C. winning by two lengths 
ahead of Wakefield, second, Bridecake third, and 
Duke of Kent, Eunice, Little Buttercup, Linchpin, 
Mate, and Charley Gorham following tn the order 
named. Time—1:1634. French pools paid $19 &5. 

The fifth race was a steeple-chase over a part of 
the regular course for all ages, welter weights; 
purse $300 for the first horse and $50 for the second, 
The starters were Prophet, Ike Bonham, Kitty 
Clark,Judge Murray, Demonstration, Bashi Bazouk, 
Kate Long, and Speculation. In the pools Ike 
Bonham sold for $130, Speculation $65, Judge Mur- 
ray $20, and the field $35.

HEAVY SNOW AND RAIN. 
FROM SIX TO TEN INCHES OF SNOW IN 
CANADA—FEARS OF FLOODS WEST. 

QUEBEC, Oct. 18.—A heavy snow-storm set 
in yesterday afternoon and fs still raging at mid- 
night. Six inches have fallen. 

Sr. Jonn, New-Brunswick, Oct. 18.—Snow 
fell last night in the northern part of the Province 
to the depth of 10 inches. It also fell at Grand 
Falls, Victoria County, and is still falling there. 
At Campbellton, Restizouche County, the snow is 
three i:ches deep. It has been raining heavily in 
this city, 

CuicaGo, Oct. 18.—The rain-fall all over the 
North-west still continues, and the troubles caused 
by high water seem to be increasing. At Quincy 
it is feared that the breaking of the levee is again 
imminent, the water being as high as it was last 
June, The levee is being repaired in its weak 
places, 

Keroxrvx, Iowa, Oct. 18.—The Mississippi at 
this point continues to rise, this morning at 10 
o'clock the water being two inches above the 
great rise of last Spring, which caused such great 
damage in the vicinity of this place, At Alexandria, 
five miles bélow here, the water is b»cking up over 
the prairie, and there is a prospect that the town 
will be completely inundated. The railroad shops 
and lumber yards in the southern part of the city 
are completely surrounded, and operations have 
necessarily been suspended. It is feared that tha 
river will rise at least another foot and that a very 
disastrous flood will result. 

Str. Louis, Oct. 18.—Dispatches from along 
the Upper Mississippi River note high water at va- 
rious places, and a flood seems to be apprehenda- 
ed. At Hannibal the river is only about one foot 
below the freshet of last Spring. The railroad 
tracks on the levee are submerged, and the base- 
ments of houses in South Hannibal are filled with 
water. The Keokuk and St. Louis Railroad is un- 
der water tor several miles, anda numberof wash- 
outs have taken place. The Sny levee, which broke 
last Spring and caused the inundation of several 
thousand acres of farming land and the destruc- 
tion of much valuable property, is again in danger, 
and if the water rises two feet higher it wili no 
doubt give way. At Davenport, Dubuque, and 
other places the water is encroaching upon the 
levees and river fronts, andfears are entertained 
for the safety of property.

RAFFAELLE MONTI. 

A dispatch from London announces the 
Geath of the eminent Italian sculptor, Raffaelle 
Monti.4 He was born at Milan in 1818, and while 
yet a boy, and fresh from the studio of his father, 
the celebrated Gaetano Monti, won high honors in 
the Imperial Academy of his native town, carry- 
ing off the gold medal with his group of ** Alexan- 
der Taming Bucephalus.’”’ At the age of 20, hav- 
ing exhibited his “Ajax Defending the Body of 
Patroclus,’’ he was invited to Vienna, and received 
extensive patronage there during four years. In 
1847 he visited Engiand, and was recognized in the 
highest circles as among the first sculptors of the 
time. It was on this visit that he executed the 
famous veiled statue forthe Duke of Devonshire. 
The next year he returned to Milan, joined the 
popular party, and, as one of the chiefs of the 
National Guard, was sent on a mission to the camp 
of Charles Albert. But the war resulted in disas- 
ter to his interests, and he was obliged to flee from 
Italy. He fled to England, and devoted himself 
enthusiastically to sculpture. His genius, his strik- 
ing originality of conception and delicacy of exe- 
eution, gave him immediate fame and fortune. 
Among the best of his works, executed since he 
took up aresidence in England, are the groups of 
“Sister Anglors,”’ §*The Veiled Vestals,”’ and “ Eve 
After the Fall.”” The Crystal Palace has long held 
the models of his famous “Italy,’? “Truth,” and 
** Eve.””

RAILROAD RUMORS. 

A telegram from Chicago, yesterday, gave 
currency to a rumor deglaring that a majority of 
the stock of the Hanpibal and St. Joseph Railroad 
had passed into the possession of the Wabash, St, 


Louis and Pacific. It was further stated that Mr. 
J. Gould had engineered the purchase, and a two- 
fold purpose was attributed to him, it being his al- 
leged intention to make Hannibal and St. Josepha 
part of the Wabash system and insure the payment 
of certain interest money due from the former.

A suggestion has been made that cavalry 
be sent out from Fort Snelling, Minn., and other 
points where United States troops are stationed to 
scout for the aerial voyagers. Mrs. King is said to 
have gone to East Tennessee, annoyed by the visits 
of newspaper men and by the cries of newsboys 
about the lost balloon. She has the utmost. confi- 
dence in her husband, and believes he is in the for- 
ests of Wisconsin, Northern Michigan, Minnesota, 
or Dakota. The chief cause of anxiety is the fact 
that the balloon took only 24 hours’ supply of pro- 
visions.

‘THE SPECIMENS DISPLAYED 


‘WALL RECEPTION OF THE NATURAL 
HISTORY MUSEUM. i 


GCW THE COLLECTIONS HAVE BEEN IM- 
PROVED SINCE 8PRING—THE MAMMALS, 
BIRDS, AND GEOLOGICAL SPECIMENS— 
A NEW ENTRANCE TO THE BUILDING— 
WHO WERE PRESENT YESTERDAY. 


Twice a year—in the Spring and Fall—the 
American Museum of Natural History holds its re- 


veptions, and such events are awaited by the pub- 
lic and triends of the Museum with exceeding in- 
terest. Progress as to arrangement of specimens, 
with classifications more readily accepted by the 
student, with additions and novel topics of study, 
a broadening of the whole ground is, in fact, 


always to be expected. An institution of this char- 
acter{cannot be a show place. Though it may 
amuse, its main obiect is instruction. It can have, 
then, no period of rest. Accordingly, classifica- 
tions and rearrangements never cease. Every day 
new scientific ground is encroached upon, and 
then the labor has to be begun over again. A 
hiatus in a single line of specimens is suddenly 
filled, but then comes again not only the head work 
of new classifications, but the physical toil of re- 
handling. It may be said, then, that such anticipa- 
tions as were entertained of great and manifest 
improvement in the Museum were fully sustained 
yesterday. 

To express it briefly, in the lower hall all the 
mammals have been placed on new stands made of 
cherry, and as to the skeletons, these have been 
mounted on black varnished stands. Now, persons 
ignorant of museums as to their internal arrange- 


ments have scarcely any idea of the care, judg- 
ment, and thought that must be expended simply 
on cases and stands. How are the public to see 
Epecimens in their best light and not be crowded? 
How is the utmost capacity of display to be ob- 
taine1 with the least expenditure of room? What 
recautions are necessary to keep moth and worm 
rom specimens? How are animals to be arranged? 
These are but a tithe of the many things the Super- 
intendent of such an institution has to look to. All 
the animals are now in their best condition, 
always remembering what the sworn enemy of 
the taxidermist remarked, ‘that a stuffed animal 
Was a ruined animal.” As the live specimens are 
not obtainable, it can at least be said that the Mu- 
seum collection is an excellent one and most skill- 
fully prepared. Torearrange all these specimens 
the Museum has spent a certain amount of its rev- 
enues, but its policy has been a wise one, and in it 
it has differed from a great many institutions of a 
similar kind, who, eager to obtain new specimens, 
Bre somewhat inclined to allow what they have 
already to be spoiled for wantof due care. A 
*notable improvement isthe backing of the cases 
with canvas, which is painted white, like the in- 
terior of the case. As this is of a uniform tint, the 
Outlines of the anima! are at once perceptible. 

In the ornithological collection the same thor- 
ough rearrangement is perceptible. In France a 
white wooder stand is used, but to-day all the 
birds in this museum are mounted on a mahogany 
stand. Astride is placed onalabelthe common 
name of the bird, but the stand has arim at the 
bottom, and under it can be found the scientitic 
name, which cannot be displaced, as the whole 
base does not touch the shelf. For the mammal 
collection a guide-book is now in preparation by 
Dr. J. B. Holder which will be issued quite shortly. 

In the main hall a map of the square was exhibit- 
ed, showing the progress now being made on Man- 
hattan-square. Workmen are now busy filling up 
the hollows, flattening the embankments, and lay- 
ing the foundations of roads, so that this portion 
of the Park will be made in time a most charming 
addition to our pleasure grounds. Last year, as it 
may be remembered, the Legislature appropriated 
$100,000, half of which amount was to be expended 
this year and the remainder in 1882 for the pur- 
pose of improving and completing the entrance 
between Seventy-seventh and Eighty-first streets 
in the Park beyond its present limits of Eighth- 
avenue. This sum of money was givén by the 
State on the earnest solicitation of the Trustees 
of the Museum, the! Mayor and Controller second- 
ing their efforts, and this was the only sum appro- 
priated last year forthe New-York parks. At the 
personal expense of the Trustees a plan of improve- 
ment was made by Mr. J. C. Cady, which was ac- 
cepted by the Department of Public Parks. All 
the present work has been carried out under the 
contract system under the superintendence of Mr. 
Cady. This new plan consorts with Mr. Olmstead’s 
first ideas adopted bythe Park Commissioners in 
1875,and in no possible way interferes with the gener- 
al symmetry of the Park. A heavy stone bridge, prac- 
ticable for carriages and pedestrians, will shortly 
take the place of the present rickety wooden one, 
and by the close of 1582 the Museum of Natural 
History included within the area of the Park will 
certainly add to its general attractions. 

Returning to the Museum, the specimens in 
Geological Hall, under the very thorough super- 
vision of Prof. R. P. Whitfield, are presented in 
their very best light. The most careful and even 
elaborate methods bave been used in orderto 
make the specimens adjuncts of scientific teaching. 
Sor instance, in taking the geological epochs these 
are marked by signs suspended in the cases at the 
beginning of the series, representing the epochs. 
The lower four shelves containing the fossils, the 
upper two have the rock specimens illus- 
rating it. Classifications are indicated 
by strips of colored wood, as follows: A single 
black strip separates species of the same genus: 
nk red strip the genera, a white strip the families of 
the same order, and two white strips separate or- 
ders, and two black ones classes or higher divi- 
sions. Suppose a student should wish to compre- 
bend Dana’s * Manual of Geology” in that thor- 
ough manner, which is far beyond that acquaint- 
ance which wood-cuts can impart. Inthe ends of 
the alcove cases are arranged series of fossils illus- 
trative of the American portion of Dana’s 
Manual, as far asthe collection contains them or 
specimens can be obtained. A great many of the 
Rpecimens exhibited are, however, the actual oaes 
Which Mr. Dana used for his invaluable work. On 
pach specimen, then, there is the scientific name, 
with a reference tothe particular page of Dana's 
Geology. It can be seen from this how 
thorough must be the collection and how well 
adapted it is for instructional purposes. In this 
game hall has been placed since the last reception 
—thanks to the liberality of Mr. Morris K. Jesup— 
one of the most superb collections of fossil 
plants... Here may be seen somé_ crinoids 
which are unique, and on one __—ibig 
plate of stone is impressed a whole frond 
as beautiful and clearly defined as If (though its 
age is incalculandle) the spreading leaves were im- 
ee but yesterday. A very fine type series of 

evonian plants from British America bas been 
obtained by exchange from Principal Dawson. of 
McGill University of Montreal. This is the third 
series made, one being at Montreal and asecond 
gt the British Museum. 

In the gallery is found a new ethnological collec- 
tion from the west eoast of Africa. The funds 
necessary for this interesting collection have been 

rovided by Mr. C. P. Huntington, and agents on 
he African coast are now collecting and forward- 
ing new objects of interest. 

Since the last reception the classification and 
vataloguing of the books presented by Mr. R. T. 
Stuart and Miss C. Wolfe has been concluded, and 
acard list now facilitates the student in his re- 
searches. In the attic, where there is a whole 
range of rooms admirably adapted for the use of 
the coilector and student, the scientific public 
have readily accepted the many advantages gratu- 
itously offered them. Here may be found the fine 
archeological collection of Mr. A. E. Douglass and 
of Mr. James Terry, and here the gentlemen 
pecupied with the geological survey of the 
United States and those compiling the Census re- 
searches on the mining industries of the State find 
Jodgment. This feature is an admirable one. Here 
every opportunity for study is afforded, and the 
amplest rooms and best arranged conveniences are 
found forthe asking. In this upper portion some 
alterations are going on in order to make room for 
a numerous audience of the Principals and teach- 
ers of the public schools of New-York and Brook- 
lyn for a course of lectures to be delivered next 
snonth on physical geography and zoology by Prof. 
Albert S. Bickmore, the Superintendent of the 
Museum. 

The condition of this Museum to-day is that of 
an institution already having a superb collection, 
which tends toward the most rapid expansion. It 
bas already a vast accumulation of the most inter- 
esting material, which only wants room in order to 
become generally available. The excellent work 
the Museum has done, and is doing to-day, must 
}mpress itself on the intelligence of the citizens of 
New-York. It is nothing more nor less than the 
best and most active of public instructors. With 
jts speedy incorporation within the Park limits 
and its easy accessibility, it isto be hoped that 
{ts inclination to grow will receive no check or 
hindranee. It is the nucleus of that future 
superb series of museums which in time will make 
New-York the wonder of the world, for such 
things grow faster with us than elsewhere. For 
that particular mission, which it is certain to fill, 
sbe American Museum of Natural History asks for 
more room, for itis already filled to overflowing. 
With its capability for extension, and the necessity 
for it, itis to be trusted that the means for addi- 
tions to the building will be seriously entertained 
by the City.

THIRTY-THREE ANIMALS S0LD—THE PRICES 


OBTAINED. 


The horses which were used the past Sum- 
mer onthe coach Tantivyin its trips to and from 
Tarrytown, were sold at auction atthe American 
Horse Exchange, Broadway and Fiftieth-street, 
yesterday afternoon. There were 34 animals 
named in the catalogue, 88 of which were sold, the 
brown mare Olivette being withdrawn. They 
were in the main a goodly lot, and their sale drew 
togethera large gathering of brokers, business 
men, and cthers who dote on horseflesh. Several 
ladies were seated in the gallery and were interest- 


ed spectators throughout the entire proceedings, 
Col. Jay, William K. Vanderbilt, and Col. De- 


lancey Kane were present, and while all 
three were conspicuous among the bidders, 


only the names of the former two appeared 
among the purchasers. When Mr. Vanderbilt took 
a fancy to a horde. as he did, for instance. to the 
brown gelding Quickstep, bidding against him was 
found to be out of the question, and was aban- 
doned in each case as soon as the bidder learned 
who his obstinate rival was. The highest price 
brought for any animal was $600 for the brown 
gelding The Major, which was paid by Isaac 
Bell, Jr. Columbus O’Donobue Iselin, of New- 
Rochelle, secured the next highest-priced animal, 
tne steel gelding Getaway, for $515, and Mr. Van- 
derbilt the next—$500 for Quickstep. The average 
price for the entire lot was $239. It is fairto the 
auctioneer to say that almost every animal under 
the hammer, even down to Old Sport, a 
curious looking quadruped, denominated a breed- 
ing mare, brought his full price.

A NEW COAST S1 EAMER. 

The City of Puebla, a new iron steamer built 
for the Alexandre Line, was launched at the yard 
of Cramp & Sons, in Philadelphia, yesterday. 
Alexandre;& Sons give the following description of 
the new vessel: She is built with seven water-tight 
compartments, and is similar in model and rig to 
the City of Alexandria. Her dimensions are: 
Length, 320 feet; breadth of beam, 38% feet, and 
depth of hold, 25 feet, Her engines are more 
powerful than thcse of the Alexandria, 
and it is expected that she will be able to make i6 
miles an hour. The engines are compound, with 
high and low pressure cylinders of 43 and 86 inches 
diameter, and a piston stroke of 60 inches. Great 
pains have been taken to make her a strong vessel. 
She was built under the superintendence of the 
Bureau Veritas. Bothof her masts are of iron. 
Iron has been used principally in the construction 
of the deck-houses, with the view to making these 
as strong as possible. The saloon and staterooms 
are large and will be handsomely furnished and 

rovided with every means for comfort. The din- 
ing-saloon is amidships and convenient tothe state- 
rooms, It will be provided with small tables at 
which the passengers will be served with meals 
a la carte instead of the usual hotel stvle. The City 
of Puebla will ply between this port, Havana, and 
Vera Cruz.

FUNERAL OF CAPT. E. P. M’CREA, 

The funeral of Capt. Edward P. McCrea, of 

the United States Navy, who died at Yorktown 


last Friday, took place at Calvary Church, corner 


of Fourth-avenue and Twenty-first-street, at 10 
‘o’clock yesterday morning.

FIGHTING THE GOULD PLAN 


THE RECENT ELEVATED RAILWAY 
COMPROMISE ENJOINED. 


EDWARD - B, *» ESTERBROOK NOT’ PLEASED 


WITH THRE AGREEMENT—HE SAYS THAT 
THE INTERESTS OF THE METROPOLITAN 
COMPANY WERE SACRIFICED—THE IN- 
JUNCTION RETURNABLE ON FRIDAY. 


New complications arose yesterday in ele- 
vated railway matters, The first opposition of 


consequence was declared to the Gould plan of 
settlement. This opposition came from Mr, 
Edward B. Esterbrook, a holderof 130 shares of the 
Metropolitan’s capital stock, who, through his 
attorney, Mr. Morgan J. O’Brien, of No. 150 Broad- 
way, appeared in Supreme Court, Chambers, before 
Judge Barrett, and asked that an injunction be 


issued against the proposed modification of the 
original lease made to the Marhattan, and against 


other contemplated measures. Mr. Esterbrook 
claimed that other holders of Metropolitan stock 
were to join with him in the fight against the 
Gould plan. The defendants named in Mr. 
Esterbrook’s complaint were, the Metropolitan 
Elevated Railway Company, Jay Gould, Russell 


‘Sage, Washington E, Connor, Sidney Dillon, Horace 
Porter, José F, De Navarro, Robert M. Gallaway 


and others. 

The complaint, sworn to by Mr. Esterbrook, 
alleges that he owns and holds 130 shares of Metro- 
politan stock out of an outstanding capital stock 
of 65,000 shares of $100 each. The story of the 
leasing of the Metropolitan to the Manhattan on 
May 20, 1879, is recited and the terms of thecon- 


tract detailed. That lease, it is declared, was 


given fora term of 99 years, and in it were pro- 
visions whereby the Manhattan Company agreed 
to pay the principal and interest of the Metropoli- 
tan’s first mortgage bonds, which were then and 
are now outstanding and unpaid to the amcunt of 
$12,000,000; the Manbattan also agreed to pay all 
taxes and assessments levied and unpaid upon the 
structures, property, or franchise of the leased 
road, and to pay an annual rental of $10,000 to the 
Metropolitan, further assuming to return an annual 
dividend of $650,000 upon the capital stock of the 
Metropolitan, this dividend of 10 percent. to be 
payable in quarterly instalimentson Jan. 1, April 
1, duly 1, and Oct. 1 in each year. By virtue of this 
lease the Manhattan Company became possessed 
of the Metropolitan and continued to hold it 
until about July 14, 1881, at which time it was sur- 
rendered to John F, Dillon and Amos L. Hopkins, 
who were made Receivers of the Manhattan, and 
who are now its holders, The complaint turther 
alleges that the Manhattan failed to perform the 
covenants on its part contained in the lease; that 
large sums of money are now and long have been 
due and unpaid for taxes upon Metropolitan prop- 
erty, for which taxes the Manhattan by the terms 
of the lease became responsible; that the Manhat- 
tan has made defauit in interest upon the Metro- 
politan’s mortgage bonds to a large amount; that 
the Manhattan has also failed to pay the quarterly 
dividends of $162,500 upon the capital stock of the 
Metropolitan due July 1, 1881, and Oct. 1, 1881. It 
is then set forth that the Manhattan Company 
passed into the hands of Receivers as the result of 
an action brought in the name of the people by the 
State of New-York to dissolve it because of per- 
inanent insolvency. 

The compiaint explains that the management of 
the Metropolitan Company is vested in a board of 
11 Directors, arnong whom are the defendants, Jay 
Gould, Russell Sage. Washington E. Connor, Sidney 
Dillon, Horace Porter, and José F. De Navarro, 
These defendants and others of the Board of Di- 
rectors, it is further charged, are also large holders 
and owners of Manhattan stock, owning and hold- 
ing the controlling interest in Manhattan: and it is 
alleged that they, with the defendant, Robert M. 
Gallaway, Presidentof the Manhattan Company, 
have wronetully and corruptly combined and 
conspired together and agreed to use the powers 
and authority of the Metropolitan directory in such 
amanner as to benefit the Manhattan, and en- 
hance the value and market price of its stock by 
sacrificing the rights and claims of the Metropolitan 

_against the Manhattan, and subordinating the in- 
terests of the former to those of the latter; that 
pursuant to this scheme the defendants have 
held many meetings, and without the knowledge 
or concurrence of the Metropolitan stockholders, 
and without any consideration whatever to the 
Metropolitan, have arranged and agreed to modify 
the provisions of tne lease made in 187980 ag to 
greatly lessen the obligations imposed upon the 
Manhattan and to decrease the benefits and ad- 
vantages which were originally guaranteed and re- 
served to the Metropolitan; that, in pursuance of 
their “corrupt combination and wrongful pur- 
poses,”’ the defendants have agreed that the divi- 
dend of $162,500 due July 1, 1881, and the $162,500 
due Oct. 1, shall be entirely remitted; that the 
Manhattan henceforth shall be released from the 
payment of such dividends, and that in lieu of the 
said dividend (which is at the rate of 10 per cent. 
per annum upon the capital stock) there shall be 
paid in future dividends atthe rate of oniy 4 per 
cent., and that the payment of such reduced divi- 
dends shall not be enforcible against the Man- 
hattan, but that they shall be payable 
only out of the earnings of the Metro- 
politan’s own lines in the possession of the 
Manhattan. This agreement, it is set forth, 
is grossly unjust and oppressive as against the 
Metropolitan and its stockholders, and its effect, 
it ia declared, will be to deprive the said stockhold- 
ers absolutely of six-tenths of the annual dividends 
due under the original lease, and will greatly les- 
sen the value of the Metropolitan’s capitai stock, 
besides placing it in the power of the Manhattan 
Company to so operate the Metropolitan lines as 
to prevent the same from making earnings suffi- 
cient to pay even the reduced dividends of 4 per 
cent. Announcing that the defendants, in the in- 
terest of the Manhattan Company. are about to 
effect the described agreement, the complainant, 
on the ground of prospective irreparable damages 
to himself, asked of the court an injunction re- 
straining them from their contemplated action. 

In a separate affidavit made by Mr. Esterbrook it 
was alleged that the defendants, who are Directors 
of the Metropolitan, absolutely control that com- 
pany, while none of them hold or own any consid- 
erable amount of Metropolitan stock, but, on the 
contrary, their combined holdings are trivial and 
do not exceed 1,000 shares, but one sixty-fifth of the 
entire capital stock, and pecuniary advantages for 
each and al! of them lie entirely in the direction of 
sacrificing the interests of the Metropolitan to 
those of the Manhattan. Mr. Esterbrook also re- 
fers to the rapidly increasing business of 
the Metropolitan, and declares that the 10 
per cent. dividends heretofore paid are still 
being earned. lt is further charged that 
Gould, Sage, and Navarro caused themselves 
to be appointed a committee to recover possession 
of the Metropolitan property from the Manhattan 
Company, and that their purpose was, not to take 
such measures, but to deceive the stockholders and 
deter them from instituting such measures upon 
their own account. The way in which Mr. Gould 
and his friends secured control of Manhattan is ad- 
verted to, the increase in the inarket price of that 
stock commented on, and the affidavit closes by al- 
leging that Metropolitan stock under the Manhat- 
tan management has declined from 125 per share 
to about 78 per share, and that recently there was 
@ material advance in price upon the expectation 
that the Metropolitan property was about to be re- 
covered from the Manhattan. 

Judge Barrett examined the complaint and affi- 
davits, and, on motion of Mr. O’Brien. granted the 
injunction asked, making it returnable on Friday 
morning at 10:30 o'clock. ‘The injunction was 
served on Mr. Russell Sage, President of the Metro- 
politan, and the other defendants at an early hour 
last evening. Mr. Sage, Mr. Connor, and other de- 
fendants at once consulted with their attorneys, 
Messrs. Lawrence & Waehner. 

It was stated yesterday that the ‘heaviest hol- 
der” of Metropolitan bonds had determined to ask 
of the courts an order obliging the Metropolitan 
committee to complete at once the proposed new 
agreement with the Manhattan on the ground that 
otherwise the interest of bondholders will be im- 
paired.

THE QUESTION OF ALIEN PAUPERS. 

A conference between the Commissioners of 
Emigration and a special committee of the Na- 
tional Conference of Charities was held at Castle 
Garden yesterday, Dr. David Rogers presided. 
Among those present were Dr. Diller Luther, of 
Pennsylvania; Dr. Charles S. Hoyt, of New-York; 
Hamilton Hill, of Massachusetts; John J. Wheeler, 


ot Michigan: James Lynch, President ot the Irish 
Emigration Society; Charlies Hauselt, President of 
the German Emigration Society, and Commissioners 
Henry A. Hurlbut, George Starr, and Charles F. 
Ulrich. Mr. Lynch referred to the unfairness of 
the present plan by which this State is obliged to 
take care of the destitute immigrants. while those 
who have means and health at once go West 
and lay out their ‘money and labor in 
developing the resources of other States. 
Dr. Luther, who isa member $f the Pennsylvania 
State Board of Charities, said that his State was 
egually interested with New-York in asking for 
laws which would prevent an influx of paupers. 
He called attention to the inaccuracy of the statis- 
tics of several charitable institutions in which 
many citizens of foreign birth, who have been tax- 
payers, are still classed as foreigners. Commis- 
sioner Hauselt said that although the German 
immigrants brought money to this country, and 
are, as a rule, thrifty, a great burden is still thrown 
on the commission in protectingthem. Dr. Hoyt of- 
fered a resolution, which was unanimously adopted, 
to the effect that a sub-committee of five be ap- 
pointed, with power to confer with the various 
State and local authorities, with the view of se- 
curing such Congressional action as may best pro- 
mote the interests of the immigrant and protect 
the States against the importation of foreign crimi- 
nal, lunatic, idiotic, epileptic, blind, crippled, and 
otherwise infirm alien paupers. Drs. Rogers, Hoyt, 
and Luther and Messrs, Hill and Wheeler were 
named ‘as the committee,

DECISION IN FAVOR OF M*HENRY. 

A decision was rendered by Judge Barrett, 
in the Supreme Court, Special Term, yesterday, in 
the case brought by James McHenry against Hugh 
J. Jewett, as Receiyer of the Erie Railway Com- 


pany, to make permanent an injunction restrain- 
ing the latter from voting on 11,470 shares of stock 
of the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indi- 
anapolis Railway Company.

 PROHIBITIONISTS IN COUNCIL. r 


A CONFERENCE OF THE NATIONAL ALLIANCE 
NOW IN PROGRESS. 

A conference of the National Prohibition 

Alliance, for the purpose of considering political 

methods for securing the legislative prohibition of 


the liquor traffic, began its sessions at the Central 
Methodist Church, Seventh-avenue and Four- 
teenth-street, yesterday morning. Three sessions 
were held, and three more will be held to-day, the 
first at 9:30 this morning. The Rev. Dr. James M. 
Pullman, of the Church of Our Saviour, called the 
meeting to order, and after an hour’s devotional 


exercises the Rey. Mr. Cushing, of Pennsylvania, 
was elected Chairman, There were 100 delegates 
present, representing 13 States, and including 
Mrs. Belva A. Lockwood, the somewhat famous 
lawyer of Washington, D. C.; Susan B. Anthony, 
Mrs. Emma Malloy, of Indiana, editor of the Morn- 
ing and Day of Reform, and Elizabeth Boynton 
Harbert, of the Chicago (Ill.) 7nter-Ocean. About 
one-half the delegates were women. A Mr. Odell, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, announced that the convention 
proposed to create ‘“‘a new political heaven and 
earth,” but the enthusiasm this statement created 
was immediately extinguished by the reading of a 
letter from Senator Blair, of New-Hampshire— 
whom Prohibitionists have locked upon as their 
leader—in which he _ advised no _ politi- 
eal action that should in any way _ in- 
jure the national Republican Party, from 
whose ranks the Prohibitionists must in the main 
be drawn. Hetold them if they went out of their 
party they would become nonentities and be able 
to accomplish nothing, while in it they might be a 
power for good. He said in his letter:.** The na- 
tional Republican Party is now making the resto- 
ration of the ballot, in the Southern States, its lead- 
ing issue, and [ consider success in this movement 
paramount to all other considerations, * * * 
The present prohibition movement is a waste of 
time and work forthat which is impracticable and 
impossible.’’ Mrs. Malloy, of Indiana, was the 
only one applauding his sentiments, which she said 
were certainly true, and that the only way of at- 
taining anything in the way of prohibition was to 
submit the necessary constitutional amendment 
direct to the people, thus taking it out of the hands 
of political parties. Mrs. Belva A. Lockwood said 
moral suasion was played out and the law was 
what was needed. The Rev. Mr. Taylor, of this 
City, said the only difference between the parties 
is that Republicans drink wine at the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel and the Democrats ‘bug-juice’ at the distil- 
leries, the latter ending up in the station-house 
and the former going home in coaches.” 

At the evening session Jay Odell, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, spoke of * The Crime of the Liquor Traffic 
against the Family,” his text being that success in 
the liquor business is measured by the success in 
destroying families. Mrs. Belva A. Lockwood, of 
Washington, also spoke for a short time in answer 
tothe question, “Is the Liquor Traffica Source of 
Revenue tothe Government?” asserting that it was 
not, financially or morally. Miss M. Florence 
Mosher, of Baltimore, closed the exercise witha 
poem entitled, ** The Cautious Temperance Man.”

THE CRAMER MYSTERY.

TESTIMONY IN CONTRADICTION OF 
TRE MALLEY WITNESSES, 
New-Haven, Oct. 18.--In tho examination 
of James and Waiter Malley to-day for the mur- 
der of Jennie Cramer, John A. Lovejoy, a special 
constable of New-Haven, testified positively to 
seeing James Malley and Jennie Cramer Friday 
noon, Aug. 5, on the New-Haven Green, near the 
Centre Church. The cross-examination of this 
witness was apparently for the purpose of showing 
that owing to his pursuits in different kinds of 
business his testimony could not be of much im- 
portance. The witness made one or two correc- 


tions in his direct testimony. He gave some bar- 
ticulars of his being interviewed by a Pinkerton 
detective working forthe authorities, and made 
some interesting revelations concerning Henry 
Ball, the detective employed by the Maliey 
family. The witness testified that he saw 
James and Jennie Cramer Friday evening, the day 
before Jennie was found dead. They were then at 
the West Haven shore. Lovejoy’s testimony con- 
tradicts that of the clerk’s and time-keeper’s at 
Malley’s store, and does not agree wholly with the 
testimony of Miss O’Brien or Miss Harland. Charles 
D. Barnes, a horse car conductor on the line pass- 
ing James Malley’s house, was called by the State, 
and testified that he did not go into Mr. Malley’s 
yard and examine the plants on Friday night, Aug. 
5. It was the Friday previous. The defense had 
relied upon him to support the James Malley alibi, 
but he testified directly opposite to this claim.

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NEW-JHRSEY NOMINATIONS. 

The Passaic County Democratic Convention 
met at Paterson, N. J., yesterdav, and most of the 
time seemed like a howling mob, all the delegates 
being on their feet shouting ‘‘ Mr. Chairman” at 
the same time.

present cast 105 votes, and this came near break- 
ing up the convention.
